DEVELOPMENT OF UNIFIED PLAN FOR SOLAR ENERGY URGED 
Dammam AL~IQTISAD in Arabic Mar 80 pp 28-30

Homeland; No Arab Country Has a Map of Solar Radiation") 


[Text] The importance of this study lies in the fact that it sheds light 
on one of the important alternatives to oil, since the Arab homeland enjoys 
many hours of sunlight throughout the year and there are practical 
applications for solar energy in heating and cooling. 


Interest in solar energy in the Arab homeland began in the universities 
in the late 1950's and early 1960's (Sudan and Tunis). Arab professors 
exerted great efforts over a period of years to encourage acceptance of 
solar energy amid general disregard on the part of officials and the 
public. Interest in solar energy in the Arab countries revived when the 
industrial states began to take a serious interest in it. Arab interest 
has taken various forms, the last and least favored of which has been 
basic research. The various efforts have led to the emergence of numerous 
activities, most of which suffer from a lack of coordination, not only 
among the various Arab countries but even among the different agencies 
and universities within each individual country. 


Work has begun on measuring solar radiation in several Arab countries, 
specifically in Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Jordan, Egypt, Sudan and Kuwait. 
However, most of the data provided by the meteorological agencies in these 
countries give an incomplete picture of solar radiation. For this reason, 
no Arab country has developed a map of solar radiation based on a complete 
solar measurement network. 


With regard to solar concentration, the only solar oven in the Arab world 
is in the Abu Zari'ah Solar Laboratory near the city of Algiers. However, 
solar concentration is used in a number of solar applications in the 

Arab research centers, as, for example, in the solar electric power 
generation project in Egypt. 














Most of the Arab countries’ activities in the solar energy field are 
presently centered on the conversion of solar power into heat for heating 
water. However, the Arab universities are content to carry out theoretical 
work in their research on the basic principles of the conversion process, 
aad research into the conversion of solar energy into heat energy is in 
progress in Egypt, Kuwait and Saudi Arabia. 


Research is currently being conducted on the storage of solar energy in 
Egypt, Jordan and Kuwait. Most of these studies revolve around the use of 
rocks for storage and the melting temperature of salts as well as the use 
of water for solar energy storage. Research in the field of chemical 
conversion, however, is virtually nonexistent in the Arab homeland. 


Some beginnings have been made in the Arab world on practical applications 
of solar energy in various fields such as heating and cooling, water 
desalination, agriculture and industry. These can be summarized as follows: 


--Studies on solar heating of houses and other buildings are still rare 

in the Arab countries in spite of the fact that large projects in this 

area are being implemented in Saudi Arabia and a joint project on solar 
heating is being carried out by Kuwait and Jordan. Research on solar 
cooling is being conducted in Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Sudan, Egypt and Algeria. 
The most advanced Arab country in the area of solar water heating is Jordan. 
The Jordanian people have begun to get used to using solar energy for home 
water heating, and the most important solar water heater plant in the 

Arab world is located there. More generally, such applications have begun 
to attract a certain amount of interest in Tunisia, Egypt and Syria. There 
are three solar water heater plants in the Arab world, two of them in 
Jordan and the third in Tunisia. 


--Tunisia was the pioneer in the field of water desalination, but its 
activities in this area were halted for awhile and have just been resumed 
within the last few years. Jordan occupies second place in this field with 
a solar desalination center in ‘Aqubah which it built in cooperation with 
West Germany, which did the planning for the project. Im addition, there 
are small solar desalination plants in Sudan, Saudi Arabia, Iraq and Somalia. 
Basic research on water desalination by solar energy is currently in 
progress in Kuwait and Egypt. 


--There are many possibilities for the application of solar energy in the 
field of agriculture. Crop drying is being studied in Egypt, Sudan, Libya 
and Iraq. In Egypt and Sudan, research is being done on solar cooled 
storage facilities to protect agricultural crops. While no studies have 
been conducted on solar water pumps, such pumps have been imported and 
installed in Mauritania, Tunisia, Libya, Sudan, Saudi Arabia, the UAE and 
Djibouti. Solar greenhouses for summer use have been established in the 
UAE and Kuwait, and solar greenhouses for winter use have been erected in 
Jordan, Kuwait and Iraq. Solar energy is used in Jordan to degerminate,. 
agricultural lands, and in Sudan to purify foods. 
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~-Solar energy can be used for sewage treatment in cities, but no studies 
have been done in this area in the Arab countries. It can also be applied 
in a number of industrial fields, but again no research has been conducted 
on this application in the Arab world. Thanks to the efforts that have 
been made in the field of conversion of solar energy into heat energy in 
Egypt, Kuwait and Saudi Arabia, the basic ingredients for the exploitation 
of solar energy to produce heat for industrial processing have become 
currently available. 


[t is apparent that all the Arab governments are now interested in solar 
energy. Morocco, Algeria, Tunisia, Sudan, Saudi Arabia, and Iraq all have 
government boards or committees to oversee national solar energy efforts. 
There are solac power laboratories in Algeria, Egypt, Sudan, Jordan and 
Kuwait, and plans are being made for the establishment of laboratories in 
Morocco, Tunisia, Sudan, Saudi Arabia and Iraq. 


Low Budget 


The annual budget for solar research and development in the Arab world 
amounts to some $27 million. Saudi allocations for solar energy comprise 
about 56 percent of this amount, while five countries (Saudi Arabia, Egypt, 
Libya, Kuwaic and Algeria) account for nearly 95 percent of the total budget. 


As a comparison, the United States, which had the largest solar energy re- 
search program in the world in 1979, will spend $550 million in federal 
funds for solar research. This figure does not include participation by 
the private sector, which will be on a similar scale. Thus, the funds that 
are now being allocated are not enough if a truly effective role is de- 
sired for solar power. What is needed is a large increase in the funds 
allocated for solar energy, along with the formulation of a coordinated 
program for the most thorough utilization of these funds under the supervi-~ 
sion of an "Arab Solar Energy Organization". A recommendation for the 
establishment of such an organization is dealt with in more detail below. 


Problems Hindering Applications of and Research on Solar Energy in the 
Arab World: 


A. The lack of a well defined policy, plan or strategy in the solar energy 
field: 


Scientific research in the Arab countries revolves mainly around individual 
efforts. Moreover, these efforts do not receive sufficient financial 
support and are not mutually evaluated or coordinated. In many cases, a 
researcher at one site is unaware of what his associate is doing at another 
site within the same country. The lack of attention to the efforts of 
researchers in the solar field has caused researchers to seek foreign 
support for their research, and this has placed their work within the frame- 
work of the private planning of the foreign agencies which provide the 
support. But even more important is the fact that many researchers have 
resorted to emigrating abroad. 











B. The weakness of research and development programs: 


Solar energy research ‘+ ‘tutions in the Arab world (the research centers 
and universities) suffer irom a number of different problems. These include 
a lack of sufficient financial allocations and technically trained manpower; 
poor correlation among existing tasks and projects, national plans, and 

real needs based on reasonable economic logic; a lack of information about 
the potentials for solar energy among the public and owners of local 
industries; the absence of a financial policy which will ensure stability 
with regard to research projects; and the lack of programs in research 
management in the universities. 


C. Technology transfer problens: 


In this area, there is an obvious need tv develop local technology. This 
should be done by establishing liaison with the foreign agencies which 
possess special expertise and acquiring the technology they have, while 
adapting this technology to meet the needs of the new environment. Perhaps 
one of the greatest mistakes which has been made is the purchasing of modern, 
ready~made solar equipment at an exorbitant cost without attending to the 
matter of technology and the need for its development. 


D. Problems in education and training: 


The subject of solar energy has been taught in the Arab universities in 

the final years of undergraduate study and at the post-graduate level in 
such countries as Saudi Arabia, Egypt and Iraq. But these studies are 
almost completely absent in the first years at the university, and there is 
absolutely no solar energy curriculum in the secondary and elementary 
schools. The training of technicians is in an even worse position. This 
has resulted in a low level of public awareness of the potential uses of 
solar energy and a shortage of technicians capable of conducting activities 
related to solar energy applications. 


E. Problems in international cooperation: 


Several foreign states have signed cooperation agreements in the solar 
energy field with some of the Arab countries. For example, West Germany 
has such agreewents with Egypt, Jordan and Kuwait (and may have with Saudi 
Arabia and Algeria in the near future), and the United States has agreements 
with Saudi Arabia and Egypt. But there cannot be cooperation unless each 
of the cooperating sides is on the same level in terms of the assessment 
of problems, organization, etc. Otherwise, the weight of originating, 
planning and developing any given project would be borne by the foreign 
agency in the cooperation program, while the Arab agency contented itself 
with application, testing and familiarization with the equipment. The 
existing programs (Egypt, Jordan) have helped to create national groups 

in the solar energy field. But this level of cooperation must increase to 


























the point of participation in every step of the research program, from the 
Origination stage .o the marketing stage. This cannot happen unless the 
research situation in the Arab world progresses as a result of having solved 
the problems mentioned above. 


F. The lack of cooperation among the Arab countries: 


Some of the Arab countries have sutfered, because they have been slow to 
receive the latest scientific information in the field of solar energy 
research, while other Arab countries are in a better position. This means 
that the countries in the first category are not receiving the scientific 
periodicals and have weak links with the research centers. In many cases, 
this leads to the "reinvention" of techniques which have already been 
discovered in many Arab universities and institutions. (/s of yet, there 
has been no cooperation or joint programs among the Arab countries to avoid 
this situation, with the exception of the cooperation between Kuwait and 
Jordan, on the one hand, and Kuwait and Bahrain on the other. 


G. The legal aspects: 


Naturally, the introduction of a new technology means the introduction of 
new problems which demand special legislation to ensure the progress of this 
technology in the countries over the long term. These legal aspects can 
include standards, quality control, the encouragement of industry and users, 
exportation and importation policy, rights to solar radiation, etc. Such 
legislation is rare in the Arab world. 


Recommendations on the Plan of Action 


Taking account of all the circumstances, and after much research, inquiry 
and investigation, it appears that the recommendation which would have the 
greatest potential for success in practical] terms would be the establishment 
of an “Arab Solar Energy Organization" under the supervision of OAPEC. The 
proposed organization would have a board of directors appointed by the 
Council of Oil and Energy Ministers of the Arab League member states, with 
the provision that the members of this board would be ministers or their 
appointed representatives. The board could consist of around five members, 
representing five different Arab countries, and they could be rotated 
periodically in order to provide a greater opportunity for most of the Arab 
countries to be represented. The function of the board of directors would 
be to formulate the general policy which the Arab Solar Energy Organization 
would follow. When this had been done, the Council of Ministers would 
select an executive board comprised of five Arab scientists in the solar 
energy field. One of these five membere would be elected chairman of the 
board, and this individual would become a member on the board of directors 
by virtue of his position. 


The function of the executive board would be, first, to propose a work 
program for the board of directors clarifying the policies, plans and 
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atrategies which must be pursued; second, to formulate a comprehensive 

Arab program for solar energy research and development after conducting a 
thorough study of Arab needs; and third, to draw up a budget for support of 
this program. Implementation of the various parte of the program would fall 
to the different research groupe that work in the Arab universities and 
research centers. The board of the Arab Solar Bnergy Organization would 

be the coordinating agency for all Arab activities under ite supervision. 





it would be incumbent on the Arab Solar Energy Board to welcome research 
proposale from any Arab agency whatsoever from any Arab country. It 
would alew be responsible for organizing seminars, short instructional 
courses, training sessions and technical exhibitions, as well ae regulating 
the granting of echolarships. in addition, the organization would have 
the capacity to play an advisory role in all solar energy fields whether 
it be for the Arab countries, or directly, or in eooperation with Arab 
scientists in the Arab homeland=--or indeed, outside the Arab world. The 
Arab Solar Energy Organization would be successful to the extent that it 
is able to adhere to support of a comprehensive and diligent Arab plan of 
action. Therefore, it must have a sufficient budget of not less than $50 
million for the next 5 years. 


It is self-evident that the Arab countries would retain complete freedom 

to conduct programs outside the scope of the unified Arab program formuiated 
by the Arab Solar Energy Organization. They could also set up joint pro- 
grame with Third World countries. In any case, the establishment of a 
program of Arab research and development responsive to Arab needs would 
tend to bring greater clarity of direction and purpose. With time, this 
situation would propei all solar energy activities in the Arab homeland in 
the same favorable direction. 


In order to increase the proposed Arab Solar Energy Organization's chances 
of success, it would be desirable to bring together all individuals in 

the Arab homeland who are conducting scientific work in the solar energy 
field. One way this could be done would be to establish a scientific 
association called the Arab Solar Energy Association with its own scientific 
periodical in the Arab language and an annual meeting. Such an association 
could be supported with 4 small amount of money, probably no more than 
$250,000 per year.

COMMUNICATIONS MINISTER GOES TO MOSCOW; TO TAKE OVER FROM KARMAL

{Text} London 28 May--The history of the recent bloody revolution in 
Afghanistan ie very ead. Daud and his whole family were murdered in 
October 1978. Nur Mohammad Taraki wae made a leader and met the same 
fate later, leaving the chair of power to Hafizullah. Before he could 
catch hie breath, Hafizullah was also murdered like his two predecessors, 
making way for the present so-called President Babrak Karmal who took 
power with help from Russia. 


Now, according to the ECONOMIST, a prominent London weekly, the minister 
of communications, Lt Col Mohammad Aslam Watanjar, who is a close friend 
of Sayed Mohammad Gulabzoi minister of the interior, has gone to Moscow 
in great secrecy. It is said that he is being groomed as heir to Babrak 
Karmal. Mr Karmal ie anything but effective now. 


According to the ECONOMIST, as Babrak Karmal was addressing some civil 
service employees about the revolution and praising the Russian help, 
high school students started a 5-day demonstration against the Karmal 
government and Russia right in the center of Kabul. The students of the 
University of Kabul stayed away from their classes in protest and joined 
the partisans of Hafizullah in demonstrations. Parents were told to 
keep their children at home, but this order was not heeded. Sixty peo- 
ple were killed during the past 5 days. Students constituted the major- 
ity of those killed by the Afghan militia. About the same number vere 
injured and hundreds of students were jailed. 


The present demonstrations in Kabul indicate that the pro-Russian ruler 
is sitting on a live volcano and is hanging on to the last strings of 
Russian support. His position, however, is becoming weaker by the day. 
The old rivalries between the Khalq and Parcham parties are raising 
their heads and hatred toward the increasing influence of Russia is sur- 
facing. The person responsible for all this is Asadullah Sawari, the 
deputy prime minister and number two man in the government. In 1978, 

he was the chief of the secret police and was instrumental in the 
expulsion of Babrak Karmal and his associates from the Parcham Party. 














le was the person trusted most by the Russians, and was suspected of 
making the current [second) deputy prime minister Soltan Ali Kehtmand 
the target of violence. At that time, Mr Karmal and his supporters were 
sent to other countries as ambassadors. 


Last month, Minister of the Interior Sayed Mohammad Gulabszoi, who es- 
caped the purges of Hafizullah Amin, refused to work in protest against 
the Russian occupation and illegal intrusion of Sawari and other minis- 
tere into the affaires of others. At the insistence of the Russian am 
baseador, Mr Gulabszoi returned to work and locked up all senior officials 
lof hie ministry] in their offices. The next day, he sent them home, 
telling them that their services were not needed any more. It is said 
that Mr Gulabsoi's close friend, Lt Col Mohammad Aslam Watanjar is being 
readied to replace Karmal. Mr Karmal is considered a puppet of the Rus- 
sian government. [Meanwhile] The freedom fighters have increased their 
attacks on civil and military encampments in the outlying areas. They 
ambush even on the major highways. More and more Afghan soldiers and 
whole unite are joining them. The Russian army returned after control- 
ling the Gantar area for 6 weeks. The Russian army has ruined many set- 
tlements. The freedom fighters are hiding in caves, and the Russians 
cannot close the border. The situation in Gantar area is same as it was 
before the Russian occupation began. The only difference is that the 
Russian army has taken the place of the Afghan army. The Russian army 
is guarding supply lines in large towns, but is helpless when facing the 
freedom fighters.

ATROCITLES COMMITTED AGAINST AFGHAN PRISONERS

[Text] According to reports provided by the Afghan Mujahideen Organiza- 
tion in London, 13,000 Afghan prisoners have been transferred to Russian 
concentration camps. Among these prisoners are Moslem clerics, teachers 
and political leaders. They were first jailed in Kabul for their opposi- 
tion to the Babrak Karmal government, and were subjected to inhuman treat- 
ment. When some prisoners in Kabul jails began to rebel, and some tried 
to flee, the 13,000 prisoners were transferred to Russian camps. Some 

of them were sent to Siberia where prisoners with long and hard labor 

jail terms are kept. 


Russian sources rejected this news as false propaganda. But we have to 
believe the reports of the Afghan Mujahideen, bearing in mind how Russia 
intruded into Afghanistan in the face of opposition and how it opened 
fire on demonstrating students. Armed intrusion into a neighboring coun- 
try is a crime to begin with. And now, taking prominent citizens pri- 
soners, transferring them to Russia and committing atrocities against 
them, has made the Russian aggression very serious and horrid. Such acts 
against the peaceful citizens of Afghanistan are inhuman, and the whole 
world should protest against them. The Moslem countries should demand 
release of these prisoners. 


The importance of the struggle of the Afghan Mujahideen is more apparent 
now as a result of the Russian atrocities. The reason for the atrocities 
can be the success of the struggle of the Afghan Mujahideen. All Moslem 
countries should immediately investigate the facts. The Russian govern- 
ment should be contacted by individual countries and jointly through the 
Islamic Conference to inform it of our feelings so that the Russian 
rulers will stop committing atrocities against these prisoners.

ARRIVALS IN INDIA REPORT DETAILS OF VIOLENCE IN AFGHANISTAN

[Text] New Delhi 26 May--In skirmishes between the army and the students 
in the capital of Afghanistan, more than 50 students, including girls, 
have been killed, and more than 800 have been injured. Tourists coming 
from Afghanistan give details of these incidents and say that while the 
Russian army is busy establishing its rule in Afghanistan, the students 
and young people protesting the occupation have reached a state of frenzy. 
A tourist said that he saw many students’ bodies riddled with bullets. 


A teacher said that some of his own students were shot to death and their 
bodies were sent to their homes. The teacher refrained from revealing 
his name. The bodies of these students were mutilated as a result of 
the excessive violence. Their bodies were covered with marke of painful 
afflictions and violence. This teacher also confirmed reports that the 
Karmal government was arresting young men at random. They raid house- 
holds to arrest young people. The colleges and universities are empty. 
However, some supporters of the Karmal government still attend schools 
and universities. 


A female teacher, who arrived in New Delhi from Kabul with her husband 
and two children, said that most students, including small children, take 
to the street shouting slogans against the Russian occupation. This lady 
said that she and her family succeeded in running away from Kabul after 
great difficulties. They plan to stay in India until the Russian army 
leaves Afghanistan. 


A French business woman said that at least 20 Russian soldiers were either 
killed or wounded by the students. This lady added that she did not go 
to the market after sunset. But that particular Wednesday, she had to go 
to the market and heard report of automatic weapons. She said: "I heard 
many versions describing this firing. Some even said that the students 
had attacked the soldiers. In order to find out the truth, I went to the 
site of the firing and saw a number of ambulances removing bodies and 
wounded people. That day, the Karmal government's militia had opened 
fire on a group of students killing seven girls." This lady further said 











that there have been daily demonstrations since the huge demonstration 
of 27 April. 


According to this lady, five different demonstrations took place around 
the university on that day. Female students took an active part in these 
demonstrations. The Afghan army opened fire on groups of girls. This 
lady said that Kabul is a city of rumors now. New rumors are spread 
every minute. However, some of these rumors are later confirmed by eye 
witnesses. The lady could not confirm reports about the death of 50 
students, and said that she was confined to her home in the capital, be- 
cause of the violence in the city for the last month. However, she did 
confirm the report that Afghan militiamen used ray gune against the stu- 
dente. These gune are the extreme in torture tools. This lady also 
confirmed the news about the destruction of a store of ammunition in 
Khairkhana about 8 kilometers from Kabul. She added that people also 
destroyed the oil reservoirs being used by the Russian army. That day 
the city rocked from the powerful explosions. She said that the city 
was covered with clouds of smoke from the burning oil in the destroyed 
reservoir of oil. 


A British agricultural engineer said that Kabul is full of fear and mis- 
trust and a kind of silence which precedes storms is prevalent there. 
When I visited a jeweler to buy some jewlery for my wife, she reported, 
the storekeeper said that I was hie first customer in 5 months.

IMPRESSIONS RECOUNTED OF TRIP THROUGH BORDERLAND

Fight the Russians'--A Depressing Trip to the North of Afghanistan") 


[Text] Since 21 April the old black-red-green tricolor has been flying 
over the Democratic Republic of Afghanistan again. Only the emblem has 
changed. It is no longer an eagle watching over prayer niche and prayer 
eteps but a red star. The official word is that it is not “the red star," 
however, but the morning star, promising good fortune. 


In addition to various kinds of official explanations of the colors, there 
is one that is very simple: black, red and green are the colors of the 
country in the spring. During that time of the year, the mountains are 
turning green, wild poppy fields are swaying in the wind, and wild tulip 
fields are a brilliant red in the sun of the Turkmenian plain and in the 
vineyards of Parwan, Kabul and Kandahar. The mountains are black in the 
shade. The whole country is breathing easier between the cold winter and 
the hot dusty summer. 


The spring was particularly beautiful this year, but a trip provides little 
joy, thanks to the presence of the Russian expeditionary corps and the 
latent and open civil war situation. While most of the country's roads 
are not blocked, private traffic is decreasing constantly, because it is 
not for everyone to pase by tanks and burned trucks and bures, to be 
constantly searched for weapons and never to know for sure whether one is 
causing the displeasure of the soldiers or the partisans. 


If one goes to the north of the country, one comes into the most obvious 
contact with the Russian expeditionary corps. The Salang Pass road, about 
500 kilometers long, connects Kabul with the Soviet Am Darja port of 
Termez, which is used as a point of transit for the great majority of 
military supplies. The final stretch between Masar-i-Sharif and the Afghan 
port of Hayraton is barred to private traffic. The road was built by the 
Soviet Union and turned over to the Afghan Government ‘= 1964. Malicious 
tongues asserted even then that it was not suitable ‘or goods transport 
between north Afghanistan and Kabul. 
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Whatever the additional motives of thie grand example of Russian engineering 
might have been, now it serves almost exclusively Russian logistics, and 
the security provisions are in line with that. 


As a businessman, one must get used for a start to not seeing primarily 
mountians, fields, shepherds and farmera but constantly some kind of tank 
or other. Soviet logistics officers must have known about every stone 

of thie Hiddukush road; now there is a tank or armored car at every ledge, 
in every narrows, on every bridge. 


The array creates the impression that it was thought better to station one 
tank too many than one tank too few, in order to prevent any conceivable 
kind of resistance. Fellow passengers are guarding against the depressing 
atmosphere with a joke: There are so many tanks here that the Russian 
supreme command has already announced that every Afghan can get a tank to 
fight imperialism. The Salang road is firmly in Russian hands; here no 
attempt is made any longer to use the Afghan Army as a figleaf. Some few 
Afghan soldiers are alowed to do the job of searching their compatriots 
for arms; apparently they are not deemed able or reliable enough to do 

any more. 


This attitude is not wholly unjustified. At a brief picnic which developed 
when the bus was searched, Afghan police said in the presence of Russian 
soldiers, "It is high time they made themselves scarce," while smiling 
pleasantly at the Russians, who did not understand any Persian. 


If on rare occasions one gets into conversation with Soviet soldiers, it 
turns out that apparently they are all homesick. When asked where they 
would like to be, they mention Tadshikistan, Turkmenistan, Minsk and Moscow. 
They feel the negative attitude toward them by the Afghan population. Even 
the most nonpolitical representative of the Red Army must have noticed by 
now that they are not fighting Americans, Chinese or Pakistanis, as is being 
repeated tirelessly by their propaganda, but Afghan soldiers, farmers and 
shepherds. 


The Soviet expeditionary corps on the Salang road give the impression of 
wanting to settle down until further notice. While no barracks are being 
built as yet, everything else apparently needed for a lengthy sojurn is 
being supplied--tents, bunks, chairs, duckboards for tents and the like. 
Such materials are piled high on trucks roaring down the Salang road in 
columns of up to 100, sometimes making it difficult for the bus to make way 
for them. On a single day it was possible to count as many as 551 army 
trucks. 


The Soviet soldiers lead a very simple life at their posts. Frequently 
they hide their tanks and tents behind not very high walls of loam or some 
brush. For a time apparently all posts are self-sufficient; everywhere 
there are samovars and soup caldrons, with even the firewood for them 
coming from the Soviet Union. Many soldiers these days are busy sinking 
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prefabricated cement frames with small openings into bridges and into 
narrows, camouflaging them afterwards, more or leas imaginatively, with 
dirt, rocks and brush. Sometimes they manage so well that one can really 
not recognize anything in the rocky desert. People say they are bunkers 
for machinegune. 


The whole array gives the impression of having been well planned. Appar- 
ently nothing was to be left to chance. Only, the telephone connections 
do not seem to work everywhere, Telephone lines are cut overnight by 
resistance fighters as often as they are repaired by telephone squads 
during the day. The result is that there has been no telephone contact 
between Kabul and the north of Afghanistan for weeks. To take care of any 
small business, for example, one must travel all the way to Kabul from 
Pul-i-Khumri or Kunduz, where two important textile plants are located. 


The bus stops, and many men get off and tend to the fourth prayer. We 

are in front of a side valley of the up-to-350-meter-high gorge of Tang- 
i-Tashkurgan. ‘The prayer resounds--in itself a protest, in that normally 
the Islamic prayer is said more quietly. “in the name of Allah, the all- 
merciful. Praise be to Allah, lord of the universe, gracious god of mercy, 
who will rule on the day of judgment. It is you whom we serve, it is you 
whom we implore for assistance. Lead us on the right road, the road of 
those who enjoy your mercy--and not on the path of those who have aroused 
your wrath or are going astray." 


The first sura resounds through the valley where five Russian tanks have 
drawn up in a kind of mobile fortress. A village shepherd aves his 
sheep to join those praying. There is no connection between this old 
Asiatic bucolic scene and the modern tanks in the silence o° the mountains 
and under the transparent evening sky. 


Nor is there probably any connection with those in power in Kabul today, 
who pretend to speak in the name of the farmers and shepherds but fail to 
inquire about their wishes. What at one time may have been rooted in just 
indignation at the despotism of the khans and in the backwardness of the 
country has long since degenerated into a rule that is much worse, the 
despotism of the party being at least as great as that of the khans and 
progress being purely a matter of propaganda. In actual fact the economy 
of Afghanistan is increasingly coming to nought, because the people are 
resisting the domination imposed on them by the communists. 


In the cotton provinces of Kunduz and Baghlan the farmers refuse to cultivate 
cotton and oil seeds. The remaining cotton transports as a rule are pre- 
vented from proceeding by setting the wagons ablaze and threatening the 
workers loading them. Of the 16 plants of the biggest Afghan industrial 
enterprise, the Spinzar Textile Factory, 8 are already inactive because 

of lack of raw materials. The directors go to Kabul to ask for military 
escorts for their deliveries, but that does not do a lot of good either. 
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The current government at first aroused the hope that the worst was over, 
but now all the conversation in Masar-i-Sharif, Kunduz, Baghlan and Khanaba. 
is again about arrests and resistance. Every conversation becomes a 
conspiracy. There are adventurous plane for dynamiting the Salang Tunnel-- 
3,300 meters high and 3.5 kilometers long--and of the Tang-i-Tashkurgan 
gorge in order to disrupt the Soviet lines of supply, but so far the 
technical potential of the mujahedeen is hardly sufficient for that. 


The trip back a few days later takes place in an even more depressed mood 
than the trip there. There is a women with four children on the bus whose 
husband has been killed and who now wants to move to Kabul, "Mother, why 
don't you give me a gun so that I can kill the Russians?" WNo one answers 
the boy, probably about 7 years old, though almost all the passengers 
must have heard the question. 


The Soviet troop concentrations in front of Masar-i-Sharif and in front of 
Pul-i-Khumri (where in addition huge radar installations reach into the sky) 
and at Doshi and Charikar appear to have been reinforced still further in 
the past few days. There, on plateaus and in valleys, stand hundreds of 
octogonal green tents and all kinds of military equipment. These troops 

do not serve the purpose of securing the Saland road but probably are to 
control the side valleys and regions. 


Jet fighters roar over the Pandjir Valley. According to some of my fellow 
passengers, 250 Russian soldiers were killed during the Soviet attack on 
the valley.

USSR BOMBING--New Delhi, June 14--Soviet troops bombed and shelled villages 
in the Paghman mountain range northwest of Kabul as fighting with Afghan 
mujahideen continued in the area, the Press Trust of India (PTI) reported 
yesterday, PTI, quoting highly reliable sources, said Soviet planes 

bombed (40 mile) stretch from the town of Paghman and also used artillery, 
destroying hundreds of houses, Thousands of people had fled from the area, 
it added, But a western traveller arriving in New Delhi from Afghanistan 
said she spent a night in Paghman two days ago and saw no fighting or heard 
any shooting. The traveller, who did not want to be named, said she saw 
Soviet troops and tanks in Paghman, In Kabul, she said, people she met 
were planning to withdraw their children from school after many school 
children had been made ill by poison gas. She was told that the gas had 
fruity smell and at first children liked the smell. It smells like apple, 
she added, Western diplomats in Kabul have said that many people there 
believed the students were poisoned by Afghanistan's Soviet-backed Govern~ 
ment in retaliation for a wave of student demonstrations. But the diplo- 
mats said the illnesses might have been casued by a mild summer epidemic 
originating from Kabul's primitive sewerage system,--APP [Text] [Quetta

BRIGADE DEFECTS TO MUJAHIDEEN--New Delhi, June 16--iatest reports reaching 
here from Kabul say two women were killed when the Soviet troops opened 
fire to disperse the demonstrating women in Koti Sangi area. Reports fur- 
ther say that the situation in Kabul is very tense and only Jalalabad road 
is opened to traffic while all other roads leading to Kabul remain closed, 
Armoured vehicles have been posted at the Peoples House and other important 
buildings. In Nangahar Province Babrak regime has stepped up actions 
against the freedom fighters on orders from their Soviet masters. Another 
report says a full brigade of the Afghan Force has defected and joined the 
Mujahideen along with their arms. Meanwhile Defence officials in Washington 
said that Soviet air strikes against villages in Afghanistan by MIG's and 
M18 helicopters were being carried out daily by the Soviet Forces, They 
said the Soviets brought eight hundred tanks to Afghanistan but about half 
of the tanks are now parked as they cannot be used at all in the mountains 
of Afghanistan. The American officials have estimated that the Soviet 
Forces have suffered between nine thousand and ten thousand casualties 
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since their intervention in Afghanistan five and a half months ago, One 

of the reasons for this, they said, is that the freedom fighters are using 
highly skilled marksmen for sniper fire and are generally registering a 
high rate of killing in their attacks on the Soviet troops, [Text] [Quetta

USSR PARACHUTE TROOPS MOVED=-London, June 17--Two dozen airplanes of the 
Soviet Aeroflot airline, some bearing the inscription of Olympic Carrier-- 
are bringing troops and military equipment to Kabul each day, a corres- 
pondent for the Times of London wrote in a report published today. The 
report estimated there were now more than 110,000 Soviet soldiers in 
Afghanistan, The 104th Soviet Parachute Division has just arrived in 
Afghanistan and is based in Bagram, about 45 miles north of Kabul, the 
Times said, It said the Soviet Union now has seven motorized divisions, 
two more than in February, deployed throughout Afghanistan, The Times 
also said that 1,000 Soviet soldiers were hospitalized in Kabul in May

AFGHAN MUJAHIDEEN TAKE PRISONERS--Ghazni 29 April--According to a press 
release by the Islamic Revolutionary Movement, a bloody battle took place 
between the Afghan and Russian armies at Nangti Shargar on 23 April. The 
government forces consisting of 16,000 soldiers, 1,200 tanks and 60 bomb- 
ers attacked the Afghan Mujahideen. The Mujahideen destroyed 65 tanks 
and 14 bombers and killed 1,900 soldiers. They took 150 government sol- 
diers as prisoners. Among the prisoners are 10 Russian advisers. Among 
the killed are 100 members of the Khalq party. According to the press 
release, the Mujahideen, under the leadership of Kari Abdullah, burned 
government offices and military encampments in Ghazni. The following 
officers of the Khalq party were captured: Jalal, Sakam Gulam Dastgir, 
Sher Mohammed and Firni Sher. All business activities in Ghazni are sus- 
pended.

SEVENTY STUDENTS KILLED--New Delhi 4 May--The Ministry of Internal Af- 
fairs in Kabul has confirmed that students demonstrated on a large scale 
last month. The B.B.C. has quoted the Russian news agency TASS as re- 
porting that these demonstrations started when the students tore down 
the new Afghan flag. The army on duty opened fire and arrested hundreds 
of students. About 70 students were killed. TASS termed the demonstra- 
tors as enemies of the revolution and puppets of the imperialists. The 
Russian news agency further said that more demonstrations were taking 
place in Kabul and other cities.

FILM ON LENIN PROTESTED--Peshawar 4 May--According to news received here 
from across the border, bloody battles have taken place between the 
Mujahideen and the Russian army. Also, there were large demonstrations 
against the showing of a movie on Lenin in Jalalabad, Herat and Ghazni. 
The demonstrations are demanding to stop showing the communist film. 
Meanwhile, the storekeepers have closed their shops in protest against 
this action of Russia and are picketing in the streets. It is learned 
that the puppet president could not celebrate the anniversary of the 
so-called April Revolution due to the political opposition and the tur- 
moil caused by the demonstrators. In the capital city of Kabul, some 
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ceremonies took place in an atmosphere of fear, while helicopters and 
bombers circled the sky. The government had armed the Communist members 
of the Parcham party with hand grenades to stop the demonstrators and 
anti-government activities. Some soldiers in civilian clothes infil- 
trated the demonstrators and threw hand grenades among the demonstrators.

ZAHIR SHAH IN MOSCOW--London 28 May--According to reports received here, 
Zahir Shah [who lives in Italy] has been contacted by the Russians.

‘THREE KEVOLUTIONS' ANALYZED BY IRANIAN JOURNALIST 
Paris POLITIQUE INTERNATIONALE in French No 7 Spring 80 pp 111-117

[Text] One year following the making of the Iranian Revolution, at the 
time when the Islamic Republic it engendered saw daylight, it appears 
useful to sketch a balance of these events and draw a few short conclu- 
sions. Such a step would enable us also to reveal in passing a few un- 
publicized aspects of this revolution and, in a way, to sum up its myths 
and realities. 


Three Revolutions in Three-Quarters of a Century 


Between 1905 and 1980 Iran lived through three revolutions. Three revo- 
lutions which led it along a "guided tour" through the centuries: From 
the lith to the 19th and, subsequently, the 20th century, to take it 
back not to its starting point but to the 7th century. The ulemas have 
frequently been its guides. 


At the turn of the century Iran was a rural and feudal society comparable 
to some European societies of the 1lith century. The feudal lords, known 
as khans, shared a territory three times the size of France and pledged 
allegiance to the Kadjar kings who, in fact, ruled only their capital. 
Precisely like the European feudal societies, the religious elements 
played an important role both among the peasants and the bazaar merchants. 
At that time, the English and the Russians had agreed to a division of 

the country for themselves into two zones of influence, giving Tehran 

the status of no man's land. 


As early as 1891 the ulemas had assumed the lead of a national protest 
movement which opposed the granting of tobacco monopoly to an English 
entrepreneur. The movement succeeded. 


In 1905 the Tehran bazaar merchants had begun to show their discontent 
with the shah's extortions. For lack of other revenue (other than 
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custome fees), the shah was levying ever higher taxes on trade, Their 
alliance with the ulemas insured the success of the 1906 revolution, 

The revolution restricted the powers of the sovereign by giving him a 
parliament (majlis). The clergy who had supported the Tehran and Tabriz 
uprisings became members of this assembly together with the bazaar mer- 
chants and a few intellectuals (including my father who became its 
president). 


On 21 February 1921 Reza Khan, an old trooper from the Cossack Brigade 
seized the power with British support and blessings avi, four years later 
deposed Ahmad Shah, the last Kadjar king while the latter was visiting 
Europe. Reza Khan, also known as Reza Maxim, had acquired the nick- 
name Maxim, having been a machine gunner in a brigade using at that time 
Maxim Russian machine guns, after having been bodyguard to the German 
Plenipotentiary Minister Prince Henri XXXII von Reuss. This was followed 
by 16 years of dictatorship and repressions, one of whose first victims 
was Modares, an eminent religious leader. The new dictator, who con- 
sidered himself the disciple of Ataturk, established a centralized power 
and created a modern army whose purpose, however, was, above all, to 
fight separatist movements, and promoted education and publi: health. 


Regardless of its neutrality, the allies occupied Iran following the 
invasion of the USSR by the German forces, in June 1941, in order to 
ship military aid to the Russian armies of the Caucases. Reza Shah was 
sent into exile and was succeeded by his son Mohammad Reza, 22 years old. 
Thanks to the presence of the allies, democratic freedoms were restored 
and parties began to play an active role in the country's political life. 
However, this period of freedom was short. Following the withdrawal of 
the allied forces, the young shah engaged in intrigues aimed at gaining 
authoritarian power. 


This was followed by the 1951 revolutionary crisis which was marked by 
the nationalization of the oil by the popular government headed by Doctor 
Mossadegh. These three years of freedom came to an end with the 

19 August 1953 coup d'etat which was organized by the CIA to enable a 
king who had fled three days earlier, while his country was in a state 

of full nationalistic agitation, to regain his throne. Two groups con- 
tributed to this coup d'etat: the Tehran Mafia, wielding supreme power 
thanks to its control of the fruit and vegetable market and of houses of 
ill fame and gambling establishments; and some of the religious hierarchy 
which, fearing that its prerogatives might be affected, withdrew its 
support from the nationalist leader in favor of the shah. This hierarchy 
was headed by Ayato!!ah Kashani, the Khomeyni of his time; its ranks in- 
cluded the Ayatollah Khomeyni, today's Kashani. The other section, 
headed by Ayatollah Taleghani, joined the opposition along with a variety 
of other political movements. The nationalized petroleum was ceded to 
the Anglo-Saxons as a reward for loyalty. 











Regaining his power, in 1953, the shah undertork to consolidate his base, 
specifically by establishing the infamous SAVAK, a repressive army 
"advised" by CLA and MOSSAD experts. Ter years later, in June 1963, 

once again the ulemas switched camps anc the army checkmated in blood a 
people's uprising. Its leader, the Ayetollah Khomeyni, was forced to go 
into exile for a period which was to last 15 years. 


These were 15 vears in che course of which, thanks to the petrodollars, 
the shah turned Iran into one of the most advanced countries in Asia but 
also into one of the least free countries where the political police were 
perfecting the art of repression while the imperial family was perfecting 
the science of corruption. Some 150,000 people became acquainted with 
SAVAK's jails; 11,000 prisoners were tortured, 400 died as a result, and 
nearly 1,700 were executed. The Pahlavi Foundation, which managed the 
shah's property, was either a partner in or the owner of 670 companies 
ranging from gambling casinos to insurance companies, via hotels and 
shipyards; no single important deal could be made in the country without 
paying a substantial “commission” to a member of the imperial family. A 
muzzled press praised the regime of the ‘Light of the Aryans" (Aryamehr), 
and the rare journalist who dared criticize paid a stiff price--their 
freedom and their property--as had been my own frequent experience. 


It was in such circumstances that the popular discontent turned into 
rebellion and, subsequently, into revolution. Starting with the spring 
of 1978 “open letters" began to severely criticize the imperial system. 
The lengthy blackouts caused by the poor functioning of power systems 
sold thanks to the payment of “baksheesh" contributed, in this case, by 
French companies, were the spark which set the fire. The initial demon- 
strations were organized. On 10 May special forces entered the inviolable 
home of Ayatollah Shariat Madari in which the demonstrators had retreated, 
and opened fire. The revolution had begun. 


A lot of ink has flown on the Iranian Revolution over the past two years. 
From Sapporo to Santiago this revolution has triggered a tremendous 
interest and multiple swirls. The blood-stained days of Tehran and Kum, 
the escape of the shah and of Farah, Khomeyni's return, the Islamic 
courts, the matter of the hostages, and the presidential and parliamentary 
elections have steadily been on the front page of the newspapers and have 
been the topic of some 20 books. This sets a real record. 


This revolution was based on repression and corruption. However, the 

gap which separated a "dynasty" of nouveaux riches, surrounded by their 
"crumb pickers," on the one hand, and the great majority of the people, 
on the other, was unable to prevent it, despite the warning signs. The 
unconditional support of the United States, within the framework of the 
Nixon Doctrine, to their “policemen” in the Persian Gulf, blinded the 
American intelligence services who, in Septerber 1978 (ClA report to President 
Carter) still claimed that there was no serious internal danger threaten- 
ing the shah's regime. Yet, in the course of a long conversation with 
one of the advisors of the American President, I had drawn the attention 
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of the United States to the risks it was running by persisting in its 
support of the shah. It had described the grievances of the lLranian 
people concerning the entire tamily of the shah and had asked the 
Americans to “drop him," for the sake of preserving the friendship of a 
free and, finally, independent Iran. My interlocutor agreed with me: On 
his prompting, on 11 November, Carter severely criticized the CIA for 

the erroneous reports it had continued to submit to him on the popularity 
of the Iranian monarch. Actually, at that time, I had also explained on 
a CBS interview the reasons for this deep-seated rebellion. 


Between September and December 1978, sick and indifferent, the shah no 
longer understood what was happening to him. He was trying to liberalize 
his regime in a Louis XVI manner. His tamily having left with all their 
possessions, he found himself alone in that same palace of Niavaran 
where so many among the great had praised his virtues. Surrounded by 
the last of the faithful, he was concocting Machiavellian plots. Thus, 
he had passed on the word to the French president that Khomeyni's stay 
in Neauphle-le-Chateau would not bother him. This was done with the 
secret hope that an "Iranian patriot" would help him to get rid of the 
stubborn old man. However, the “Iranian patriots" had either left the 
ship or became turncoats, having received their last salary from the 
court or SAVAK. 


Still straggling behind the events, he had alternately asked Amini, 
Sandjabi, and Sadighi to form a government. The first, who has already 
headed the government in the 1960's, on Kennedy's insistence, asked for 
too much power without offering, in return, any guarantee whatever; the 
second, leader of the National Front, had already promised to Khomeyni 
not to collaborate with the shah; the third would have willingly 
accepted. . . but was unable to find ministers. 


This brought d'Artagnan—Bakhtiar on the stage. He promised to save the 
monarchy, cool down the heads by organizing a trial of those who had 
“misled” the shah, and have him return triumphantly to Iran after a 
vacation abroad. In order to be ready and remain close by, the sovereign 
left with the last person loyal to him, his wife, first for Egypt and, 
subsequently, for Morocco. From both Aswan and Marrakech, every evening 
he called Tehran which was shaking under the shouts of “Allah o akbar" 
(God is great) to ask when he could come back. Even in exile he was 
unable to understand the situation. 





it was this lack of comprehension that he gave to his last prime minister 
who, on 23 January, suggested to the ayatollah that a referendum on the 
future system be held. He was playing for time. He also asked the 
French government to do what the shah had not stooped to do: to expel 
the Patriarch. One week later, millions of people massed on the route 
which linked Mehrabad Airport to the city of Tehran deliriously to 
applaud the return of the Imam. The revolution had triumphed. Now, it 
had to be implemented. 
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A Republic to be Lnvented 


The ulemas who had precipitated the fall of a 3,000-year-<old monarchy 
had no alternative solution. The Islamic Republic they wanted to set up 
had to be invented rather than defined, The masses which kept shouting 
"Khomeyni is our guide" numbered many fanatics rather than ideologues. 
That is why, for one year a search was insticuted everywhere, in all the 
books of Islamic tradition and all Moslem law "doctors" for government 
precepts. The result was a patchwork constitution which had only one 
understandable article, Article 5: All powers will be held by Khomeyni 
for the duration of his life and, after his death, by a council of ulemas,. 
The president, the prime minister, and parliament, would merely execute 
orders. 


However, since times immemorial, the ulemas have begun to quarrel the 
moment their fight against a common adversary succeeded. It is this 
discord that explains the Bani Sadr phenomenon. 


Bani Sadr or Islamic Socialism 


As the only "political man" in Khomeyni's retinue, Bani Sadr was able to 
maintain a distance between him and the ayatollahs, on the one hand, and 
the shoddy revolutionaries, on the other, for the 12 months preceding 
his election. A fervent Muslim, with a Western socialist training, this 
Third World populist economist explained in the two weeks of electoral 
campaign, to a population worn out by all sorts of revolutionaries, that 
progress could be achieved only through order and that the country would 
be doomed should the economy not be rebuilt, and that it was not through 
childish actions such as the taking of hostages that one became an inter- 
national power. With an unpardonable delay the Shia hierarchy united 
against him. He was attacked by the leftist movements. Khomeyni refused 
to support him publicly. Nevertheless, he succeeded with a score close 
to that of the Islamic Republic plebiscite. His victory, therefore, 
raises an important question: Could the Islamic proto-constitution be 
institutionalized in the form of a government? 


Today for Bani Sadr everything remains to be done. The economic problems 
are tremendous. Industry has stopped. Agriculture is going backwards. 
Services are paralyzed. Three million unemployed--25 percent of the 
labor force--may remake a revolution at any moment, this time taking as 
its example Marx rather than Mohammed. Inflation is breaking all 
records. Banks, heavy industry, insurance companies, and international 
trade have been nationalized. However, their turnover has dropped to 
30 percent that of 1977. Some 4O percent of the engineers, 35 percent 
of the physicians, 50 percent of the heads of enterprises, end a large 
segment of the middle class have left the country (close to . '0,000 
people). There is no brainpower left in Iran any longer. Dishonored 
because of its close cooperation with the imperial regime, the army is 
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nonexistent. The police are inettective. The law is dictated by the 
undisciplined corps of the Revolutionary Guards. Kurdistan, Baluchistan, 
Khugistan, and Azerbaijan are demanding their independence and the threats 
of Russian tanks in Afghanistan can be heard all the way to Tehran. 

Never before in history has a new chieft of state inherited such a dis 
orderly situation. « « « Yet, Bani Sadr can act only by demanding the 
constant blessings of Ayatollah Khomeyni who is sick and more remote 

than ever. 


Should the new president succeed Iran will survive. Conversely, should 
he fail the country will be dismembered. Eventually, | fear that at 
such point it may go through the horrors of Sovietization,.

Remarks of Dr Ayat 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 19 Jun 80 p 3 


{Text} Following yesterday's publication of a report in the newspaper 
ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, Dr Hasan Ayat, representative in the Islamic consulta- 
tive assembly, placed explanations in this connection at the disposal of 
the KEYHAN in a special interview with a KEYHAN reporter. Dr Ayat said: 
I will speak about this matter in detail. 


He added: This interview will be extremely important. In summary I will 
say that this is a political maneuver which the newspaper ENQELAB-E ESLAMI 
has set in motion. It desires to weaken the Majles and by heckling inti- 
midate the Majles. But the Majles definitely will not be intimidated, 
and will continue the path of the revolution. This is a premeditated war 
which the newspaper ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, the Cherikhha-ye Feda'i-ye Khalq, 
and othere started up some time ago. 


Dr Ayat, as to why he named these groups, explained: I meant the Khalqiun, 
meaning individuals who are at the side of the Cherikhha-ye Feda'i-ye 
Khalq; they are all one group, and intend to start a war of nerves. They 
know that the Majles is in the path of Islam and the Imam. They wish to 
intimidate the Majles, but the Majles certainly will not be intimidated. 
They stirred up the first uproar over the subject of Mr Qashqa’i; it had 
no effect. Now they have started a broader program. But | am going to 
write that we will definitely answer them, and then it will become clear 
who the persons are who wish to weaken the revolution. 


We asked Dr Ayat, didn't you say that Dr Bani-Sadr was a U.S. rubberstamp, 
and was involved with Shahpour Bakhtiar? Dr Ayat said: Wot in this way. 
I will speak about this completely in my interview. The issue is that 
there are two paths, meaning we have one western path, which whether or 
not it is emitten by the west, is moving towards the west, and we have 
one genuine Islamic revolutionary path, whose battle was carried on 

even before the Constitution. That western-smitten path, some of them 
consciously and some unconsciously, were moving towards the United States 
and the west. I will speak about this subject in my interview. 
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De Ayat explained the problem of conflict in the universities in connection 
with the course of organizing a Revolutionary Cultural Komiteh, and ite 
relation with preparing a plot, and said: I said that I believed that the 
universities must be closed after 15 Khordad [5 June] and that counter= 
Islamic and counterrevolutionary professors definitely must be purged. 
This is not something that I will deny. However, that which they said, 
‘after 14 Khordad [4 June) this will happen and that will happen,’ these 
sentences are not any of mine. in the matter of the tape | must say that 
I have no information about proceedings as to what the tape is. Although 
it is possible to distort the issues, to leave out one sentence or a word, 
or not mention the context. But that which I said, and which I now empha- 
size is that counterrevolutionary and counter-Islamic professors must be 
purged from the university. I said thie, the Imam desires the same thing, 
as well as the revolutionaries. 


Dr Ayat, concerning the Iman's letter addressed to Taqi Farahi, supervisor 
of the radio-television network, which according to ENQELAB-E ESLAMI came 
up in Dr Ayat's speech, said I know nothing and have no information as 

to what the Imam's letter was. I only know that the Imam desires that in 
no way should revolutionary individuals be driven out of radio-television, 
and that counterrevolutionary individuals should be driven out. 


Dr Ayat, concerning the items which were said about Ayatollah Montazeri 

in the tape of his conversation, and furthermore concerning the television 
roundtable that was held with the participation of the president, Mas ‘ud 
Rajavi, Taher Ahmadzadeh and..., said: The television network should be 
in the hands of representatives of the majority. It should not be in the 
hands of those that the people do not accept, nor should it be set up as 

a field for their galloping about, I must say that Mr Alahmad and Ma‘ adik- 
hah and Habibi had the votes, and some of the remaining individuals did 
not have the votes and were against the Iman. 


Concerning Ayatollah Montazeri, he said: He, after the Imam, is the hope 
of the nation, and the Imam himself declared ‘Ayatollah Montazeri is a 
summation of my own self.’ Therefore enemies want no one to recognize 
Ayatollah Montazeri and want him to be isolated. We also say, no, he 
should not be secluded and that the nation should recognize him and should 
always recognize hia. 


Dr Ayat concerning Mas'ud Rajavi's connection with Bani-Sadr, said: I 
meant Bani-Sadr's sitting at the side of Mas'ud Rajavi and Ahmadzadeh 
and those others, and doing favors for each other. Mr Bani-Sadr also 
believes, and has told you, that he can attract them; but we believe that 
if they had wanted, they would have been attracted to the Imam's path. 


Dr Ayat, concerning the matter that after the announcement, Bazargan, 
Dr Habibi and Sahabi were called small satans, by the Imam said that 
the weakness of those three people is that they have stood up against 
the Imam. One things is very clear. The cultural revolution was 
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announced once, and one of ite elements related to the universities. This 
confirmed the work of the Revolutionary Council. The Revolutionary Council 
said that after 4 June [14 Khordad] university classes absolutely must not 
be held. We also supported the idea that after 4 June classes should not 
be held until a time when the university established itself in the Lelamic 
revolutionary line. This is our belief, and we have said so. Contact 

must be established with all the townships, that is to say with all revo- 
lutionories, in order to exchange views on this subject. So that they 

can carry out this revolution, and so that the universities become Islamic. 


Then Dr Ayat said: As for the cultural revolution, Mr Bani-Sadr on the 
one hand pounds the cultural revolution, and claims it is a plot, and 

on the other hand has said ‘today is a day of national sovereignty. ' 

If it was a plot whose result was accepted and which was a day of national 
sovereignty, then it was not a plot. I have also said, let them loose, 

so that later you will not make excuses and say, ‘Oh. sir, they restrained 
us and would not let us do our work.' I said, if they can perform work 

in the interests of the nation, fine, we too will help them. And if 

there is a flaw in their work, they will not be able to blame others for 
it. 


Dr Ayat, concerning the fact that it is said that it was below the Imam's 
dignity to say Rajavi, etc....are bad and...said: In my opinion this tape 
being displayed is obscure. The point is that the Imam does not consider 
you your self the same ilk as Rajavi and those others. The Imam is 
opposed to the individuals that have been collected; he supports the 
cultural revolution. After 5 June, to repeat the same words, the univer- 
sities must be closed, and no one can stop the universities from doing 

so. This is the desire of the nation and the Imam; the cultural revolu- 
tion must be carried out. 


Dr Ayat said finally: First of all this tape which has been put out has 
been distorted and censored. I will speak about this in detail in my 
interview. Dr Ayat said: I am ready for a television debate with offi- 
cials of the newspaper ENQELAB-E ESLAMI concerning issues related to this 
tape, so that the Lranian nation can judge for itself. Thirdly, I am 
going to press criminal charges against ENQELAB-E ESLAMI. 


Party Reactions

{Text} The Central Council of the Islamic Republican Party, in an extra- 
ordinary session on Wednesday, 18 June 1980 [28/3/59] evaluated the arti- 
cle in the newspaper ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, No 282, of Wednesday, 18 June 1980. 


It informs the whole Iranian nation of its view as follows: 


1. An explanation was requested from Dr Ayat concerning the tape. Dr 
Ayat said: The items appearing in this report have been distorted. It 
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is part of a conversation on the occasion of the cultural revolution 
with three or four students concerning the cultural revolution, and ite 
future, particularly after 4 June [14 Khordad]. And thie ise perfectly 
clear from those defective and occasionally distorted segments that were 
published. 


2. The Islamic Republican Party, after several sessions of discussion 
and exchange of views in the Central Council on 25 April [5 Ordibeheskt]), 
made its own position clear in connection with the president, and informed 
the members and offices of the party. Since all party members are duty 
bound to obey the positions of the party, the Central Council has resolved 
to ask for the original tape from the officials of the newspaper ENQELAB-E 
ESLAMI, and to precisely examine it, and clarify the limite of Dr Ayat's 
infringement of the organization's pledge. 


3. The matters which Dr Ayat expressed are in any case his personal views 
and have no connection whatsoever with the Islamic Republican Party. 


4. This is a time when the Imam and the nation are concerned about the 
tiniest rift in the unity and harmony of the revolutionary forces; a time 
when these forces must rise up with the greatest possible power and har- 
mony to confront the plots of the United States and its allies; a time 
when, to quote the president himself, we must rise up with the greatest 
possible mental, legal and social security to solve the social and econo- 
mic difficulties of this stage of the revolution, particularly to con- 
front problems such as inflation and the like; a time when the president 
and other members of the Revolutionary Council have striven in lengthy 
sessions to clarify and harmonize the points of views of the country's 
present officials; and in fact these points of view were prepared and 
drawn up in a session on Tuesday, 17 June 1980 [27/3/59]. With all this 
in mind, we consider the publication of this material, in this situation, 
under that title, to be the beginning of a new plot originating from 
known persons hiding behind the president. It is a plot that desires 

to endanger all the fruitful efforts that were dutifully made, follow- 
ing the Iman's guidance and the nation's desire, to create the most 
complete harmony among officials. 


We ask the heroic Lranian nation to be careful and inquisitive in en- 
countering these events and similar events. We want them to know that 
this sort of discord-sowing, exactly at a time when efforts are moving 
forward to achieve greater unity, is obvious treachery to the revolution 
and the order of the Islamic Republic of Iran. It is a treachery which 
should not be obviously overlooked. The president should quickly investi- 
gate this matter on the basis of the pledge he made, and announce the 
result to the noble Iranian aation.

RAMALLAH MAYOR ATTACKS U.S. POLICY, URGES SUPPORT FOR OCCUPIED PEOPLE

[Text] Amman--Karim Khalaf, the mayor of Ramallah, strongly attacked the 
United States and said that President Carter's administration is responsible 
for what is happening in the occupied territortes today. Khalaf, who will 
leave Amman on Tuesday for the United States for treatment at his family's 
expense, asserted that the Camp David agreements will not achieve peace in 
the area. During his stay in the United States Khalaf will attend a confer- 
ence of emigrants from Ramallah to be held in Alabama state from 9-12 July. 


The mayor of Ramallah told AL-WATAN that he will seize this opportunity in 
order to acquaint the American people of the results of Camp David agreements 
and the U.S. President's policy. He said: I will try to meet with American 
people's organizations in order to let them know that U.S. absolute aid to 
Israel is leading to genocide and eviction which the Israeli authorities are 
carrying out against the Arabs. 


On the other hand Khalaf urged the Arab heads of state to mobilize all their 
resources for the sake of the cause. He said that the coming Arab summit to 
be held in Amman will be a significant turning point with regard to the re- 
storation of the occupied territories provided there is a will. He said 

that the Arab world has the manpower, the ability and the physical resources 
that would enable it to liberate the occupied territories but what is actual- 
ly happening is that the United States does not feel that its interests in the 
area are under threat. The same thing applies for Europe which supports 
Israel. 


He said that the Arabs must realize that they have brothers in the occupied 
territories who are fighting with bare hands the most savage occupation history 
has known. He said: I can assure our Arab world that the inhabitants of the 
occupied territories will stand fast on the national soil and that we will 

not leave, regardless of the cost. But the Arab world is called upon to 
shoulder the responsibilities toward the Palestinian people. 
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The mayor of Ramallah said: The United States must realize that oil supplies 
to it and to Europe will be cut off if it continues to be totally biased in 
favor of Ierael. I am sure that this is going to happen one day, he said. 


Referring to the Pakistani resolution at the Security Council regarding the 


city of Jerusalem, he said: I expect that the United States will use the 
veto against this resolution as usual.

PUBLIC DIFFERS OVER ESTABLISHMENT OF SETTLEMENTS

[Text] The public differs over the need to continue establishing additional 
settlements in Judaea and Samaria. This is the conclusion of a nationwide 
public opinion poll conducted by the Pori Institute at the request of HA'- 
ARETZ. 


People were requested to answer the question: "In your opinion, is it neces- 
sary to continue establishing additional settlements in Judaea and Samaria"? 
Some 40.2 percent replied in the affirmative and 44.3 percent replied in the 
negative. 


Another 6.8 percent supported the establishment of additional settlements but 
only under certain conditions--for example, only in accordance with a govern- 
ment decision; only if the settlements are not erected amid densely populated 
Arab areas and by expropriating privately owned land; only for security rea- 
sons; only if these are strong and established, rather than "dummy" settle- 
ments; only if sufficient funds are allocated to the underprivileged classes 
in Israel; only if the economic situation permits it; only if it does not 
adversely affect our image; and only if their establishment is not accom- 
panies by boisterous publicity. 


The remaining 8.7 percent had not formed an opinion on the subject. 


A vast number of people with low-level education and people of As.an and 
African origin were encountered among those supporting the establishment of 
additional settlements, whereas a large number of people with high-level 
and academic education and people of European and American origin were found 
among those opposed to establishing additional settlements. 


The poll comprised a representative sample of 1,200 men and women who were 
interviewed individually in their homes throughout the country.

GOOD PROSPECTS STILL SEEN FOR JORDANIAN OPTION

Is Another" ] 


[Text] The appointment of the Palestinian Qasim al-Rimawi as the Jordanian 
prime minister and the proposal raised by Labor Party Chairman Shim'on Peres 
to establish a joint temporary administration in those areas of Judaea and 
Samaria in which Israel is ready to make a territorial compromise prove that 
it is as yet premature to eulogize the "Jordanian option" and that a future 
resumption of the talks with King Husayn is still possible. 


Qasim al-Rimawi's appointment is particularly interesting. Had King Husayn 
made up his mind to let go of the Palestinian issue and concentrate his ef- 
forts on solidifying his rule east of the Jordan River he would not have 
appointed a Palestinian to head his cabinet. From a purely Jordanian point 
of view, Husayn could have appointed a person advocating a final separation 
from the West Bank as Crown Prince Hasan, Husayn's brother, has been recom- 
mending. Naturally, such a move would have gained the support of the military 
commanders and the heads of the bedouin tribes and would have left the West 
Bank arena exclusively to Yasir ‘Arafat. 


However, Husayn did not follow this script. A few hours after his prime 
minister and personal friend ‘Abd al-Hamid Sharaf died Husayn appointed Qasim 
al-Rimawi--born in the village of (Rimah) near Ramallah--as prime minister. 
Thus, the king wanted to signal both to the Palestinians and the Israeli Go- 
vernment that he still remained a party in possible negotiations on the future 
of the territories. 


Despite the decision to continue the futile deliberations on the implementa- 
tion of the autonomy, Israel has no other choice but to reopen the "Jordanian 
option." After the government lost its hopes of receiving President al-Sadat's 
agreement for continuing Israeli rule in the territories in exchange for an 
absolute concession in the Sinai, Israel found itself in a very dangerous 

trap. The Golda Me'ir government made a secret decision, prior to the Likud's 
rise to power, which advocated a territorial compromise in Judaea and Samaria

and Israel's annexation of the Gaza Strip after solving the refugee problem 
there. However, the autonomy plan automatically cancelledthis plan. For 
the first time since the establishment of the state, lsrael recognized the 
[need for] linking a solution for Judaea and Samaria with a solution for the 
Gaza Strip. 


MK Shim'on Peres's declaration in favor of a territorial compromise in Judaea 
and Samaria and the implementation of an administrative autonomy in Gaza 

first was meant to break the artificial relations created between the two areas 
by the Begin government. Such a separation, if still possible, will spare 
Israel the tedious argument over the question of the "corridor" which would 
connect the two areas, its width, the sovereignty and security supervision 
over it. As far as Judaea and Samaria are concerned, the Labor Party has 
never concealed its opinion in favor of a territorial compromise and Jordan's 
sharing in the functional responsibility over the future of the area. 


In spite of the controversial declarations, there are many indications that 
the “Jordanian option" has not yet expired. Various reports on the talks 
conducted by King Husayn in Washington indicate that the Jordanian king left 

a clear impression at the White House that he would join the peace process 

if only Israel declared its readiness in principle to withdraw from the West 
Bani. Husayn did not demand an Israeli commitment in advance for a full with- 
drawal, but rather withdrawals from territories in the spirit of Security 
Council Resolution 242. 


The interview granted by Shim'on Peres to Ra'anan Lurie in DIE WELT is the 
clearest signal to King Husayn and President Carter that if the alignment 
forms the next government it will strive to include Jordan in the peace talks 
in accordance with resolution 242. The alignment members explain that their 
preference for the "Jordanian option" stems from their desire to rescue the 
remains of the West Bank. In private talks Labor Party leaders say that since 
Begin conceded the entire Sinai it is feared now that a similar concession will 
be forced regarding Judaea, Samaria and the Gaza Strip. These leaders say that 
the autonony plan applies to the entire territory occupied in the 6-day war 
without mentioning a possible alteration of the borders. This is the reason 
presidents Carter and al-Sadat were so enthusiastic about the Israeli auto- 
nomy plan. They regarded it as a framework for a solution which even exceeds 
the limitations of Security Council Resolution 242. Peres now wants to change 
this situation. He favors a return to the framework of a solution based on 
resolution 242. 


Yisra'el Galili's appointment to head the Labor Party's political committee-- 
eutrusted with formulating the party's political platform for the next party 
convention and in anticipation of the Knesset elections--reflects the align- 
ment 's insistence on its positions regarding the West Bank. Yisra‘'el Galili 
has participated in formulating the Labor Party's positions since the 6-day 

war. He was also involved in the formulation of the last party's platform which 
advocated a solution for Judaea and Samaria in the framework of a joint Jor- 
danian-Palestinian entity. In spite of the peace treaty signed with Egypt and 
the limitations of the Camp David accords the Labor Party leaders believe that the 
"Jordanian option" is still open. King Husayn's latest moves encourage them tothis belief .

"MA'ARTV' DISCUSSES POLARIZATION OF SITUATION IN ISRAELI A \B SECTOR

[Text] “It could not be worse,” Thies is how government elements described 
the situation in order to justify the measures adopted last weekend against a 
handful of Israeli Arab youths. 


For many months these elements have tried to underplay the severity of the 
Nati-Israeli declarations made by those Arab students who are identified with 
the "TELEM” [acronym for Tnu'ah Le'umit Mitqademet, National Progressive Move- 
ment] and the “Sons of the Village." 


However, they changed their tone yesterday. Government and security elements, 
who daily handle issues related to the Israeli Arabs, stated that the polari- 
zation of the situation had reached worrisomedimensions. Until 6 months ago, 
th! phenomenon could only be detected among students and university graduates. 
However, in the last few months, it spread to and penetrated the circles of 
high school students. The situation has reached such a paradox that Rakah 

is currently described as a moderate party, and its members are considered 
Zionist in the Arab sector.... 


The confinement orders issued against eight youths, including two who hold 
key posts in the Arab students unions, have drawn the line separating those 
who recognize Israel's right to exist as an independent state within safe 
borders and those who outrightly reject the existence of the state. 


Maybe, this distinction is not very significant in the Arab villages. How- 
ever, it has divided the students into two separate groups: the moderates 
and the extremists. Tension prevails between the two groups on one level 
only: recognition of nonrecognition of Israel. 


Had the reference been to a few dozen students, the security elements would 
probably have not paid attention to them. However, the dispute among the Arab 
students involves over 2,000 people, and it bears an impact on the election 
results of the students committee in every university. 
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Were are the numbers of students studying in the various universities: 
Jerusalem--630; Haifa--670; Tel Avive=-215; Beersheba--150; Bare-lIlan--1%6; 
and Technion in Haifa--105, 


These figures do not fully reflect the power struggle within the young Arab 
generation living in Israel, There are thousands others, including Jews and 
many [Arab] university graduates, involved. The rest are people who have be- 
come disappointed with Rakah, or people who remain within the party thinking 
it ia the lesser of two evils. 





Unlike Rakah=--which is comprised of various branches and many activists en- 
joying relatively large funde--the radical circles operate under difficult 
conditions. They must cope with che security forces who keep a close watch 
on their movements. However, they must be especially wary of Rakah members, 
who are allegedly moderate in their views about Israel. 


They certainly regard the PLO as the sole representative of the Palestinians. 
However, whereas Rakah members carefully avoid casting a doubt on Ierael's 
right to exist, members of "TELEM" and the “Sone of the Village" feel free to 
adhere to the extremist line advocated by the PLO and to reject the formula 
of a Palestinian state along the state of Israel. 


Rakah activists are wary not to get involved in hostile activities against 
Israel. As far as is known, very few people have been arrested on such char- 
ges. Yet, this is not the situation among the radical circles which sprouted 
and developed in the last decade. These circles engendered many people sus- 
ected of hostile activities. About 1 year ago, a terrorist squad composed of 
members of "TELEM,” was apprehended. Its leader was the secretary of the Arab 
students committee at Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 


How can the process of polarization in the Arab sector be curbed? Government 
and security elements have been discussing this question for the past 2 years 
but have failed to reach a conclusion. There werethose who feared firm repri- 
sals, and others who claimed that the faster the Israeli authorities reacted 
to these extraordinary phenomena the sooner would the influence of the radical 
circles decline. 


The confinement orders issued against a handful of Arab activists and addition- 
al measures, which have been adopted and which will be adoptec in the near 
future against those defined as extremists, are designed to curb the process 
of polarization in the Arab sector. 


Whoever regards this radicalization as a “cancerous tumor,” which requires 
in-depth treatment, will not make do with confinement orders and the permanent 
expulsion of students from the universities. 


Government circles have for years worked on plans designed for the Israeli 
Arabs. However, due to economic and other reasons, these plans have never 
been realized. Four such plans are still in existence: consolidating 
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infrastructure plane for the Arab villages; laying the foundations for in- 
dustries and workshops in areas mainly populated by Arabs; allocating land for 
building apartments for young married couples; and employing Arab university 
graduates in jobs befitting their education and their professional abilities. 


This combination of “positive deeds" and a “firm hand" ia the only solution 
Which could perhaps reduce the : »ke of the "TELEM" and of the "Sons of the 
Village,” and drive the educated . ab youths away from activities that poison 
the soule of the young in the villages.

EAST JERUSALEM ELECTRIC COMPANY--The High Court of Justice today issued an 
order Nisi against the minister of energy and the commander of the Judaea and 
Samaria region to show cause within 45 days why they should not revoke their 
decision to expropriate the concession of the East Jerusalem Electric Company. 
The company's lawyer, Shlomo Tusia Kohen, argued that the timing of the expro- 
priation decision attests to its political grounds--this because the conces- 
sion will expire in another 8 days, at which time the government will be able 
to take over the company without paying any compensation. The lawyer con- 
tended that the timing is related to the autonomy plan, and to the govern- 
ment's desire to ensure its own control over the electricity and water sources 
in the territories. He also argued that the expropriation of the concession 
vis-a-vis the territories contradicts international law, as the Hague Conven- 
tion bans any prejudicial action against private property. The lawyer also 
maintained that the government had undermined the rules of natural justice 

by not permitting the company to put its case forward before informing it of 
the expropriation.

ARAB LEADERS WARNED TO HEED THREAT FROM NON-ARABS

[Excerpts] The Arab ruler since the beginning of the Abbasid era has not 
been mindful of shu'ubi [pertaining to shu'ubiyah, non-Arab ethnic movement | 
matters. Indeed, he may have encouraged them because they made the alien, 
foreign elements counter the free Arabs and divert them from him. He 
imagined that thus he was countering Arab power with foreign power, so 

that he could rule autocratically. 


In fact, the Arab ruler of the Abbasid period supported the foreigners at 
the expense of the Arabs. He was not opposed to asking the enemies of his 
nation to work toward killing that nation, and these days al-Sadat can be 
considered to be an example of that. 


The Abbasid ruler relied upon Persians in his administration. Whenever he 
was betrayed by one group, he brought in another. For example, Abu Muslim 
dominated Abu Ja‘ far al-Mansur, so Abu Ja'far executed him; the Baramikah 
dominated Harun al-Rashid and he killed them; and the Banu Sahl dominated 
al-Ma'@un and he killed them. Then, in the time of al-Mu'tasim, the Arabs 
fell into the hands of the Turks and lost out. They are still lost and 


groping to this day. 


The Abbasid ruler, who imagined that relying on shu'ubiyah would preserve 
his throne for him, was digging his own grave through this reliance. This 
ruler's descendants became servants enslaved to the shu'ubi descendants of 
the Persians and Turks. 


The Abbasid caliph became a plaything in the hands of his former servants 
and friends. The eyes of some of them were gouged out, some were burned, 
and some stood with eyes gouged out, begging for alms in front of the 


mosques. 


Shu'ubiyah emerged in the same era as Zindigism [adherence to heretical 
beliefs). The aim of both concepts was the same: doing away with the 
Arabs and Islam. 














History is 4 great teacher, which gives lessons in life to the intelligent 
and wise, be they the rulers or the ones who are ruled, 


We are not advocating raciam here, but we are saying that we must defend our 
presence, our existence, and our heads, which some are trying to cut off, 


How the night resembles the following day, and how Bashahar ibn Burd and 
Mihyar al-Daylami [medieval Shu'ubie) and their sort resemble those who 
now write attacking Arabiem, calling for the fall of Arab nationaliem, 
boasting with Limitless insolence, with foreign blood running in their 
veins. 


There are rules which must not be transgressed in Arabiam, just as there are 
rules which must not be transgressed in Islam. When the Zindiqs over- 
stepped the bounds in Islam, they were punished. The shu'ubis transgressed 
Arab bounds and were not stopped in the past. However, now we must not 
allow anyone to transgress religious and pan-Arab bounds. 


Trangression against the holy Qur'an or the holy Sunnah is transgression 
against Islam itself, which we must stop with the sword. Similarly, 
transgression against Arabism is an attack on the Ummah [Islamic nation] 
and it must be stopped with the same resoluteness. 


These voices clamoring in the name of Islam, advocating the rejection of 
Arabism and Arab nationalism, are shu'ubi voices. They resemble those 
which rose against us and so were a curse on the Arabs and on Islam, and 
opened the way for schools of thought which attacked Islam and were led 
by people who were never Arabs at any time. 


The Arab ruler today is asked not to make the mistake of the Abbasid ruler 
who struck down the Zindiqs and opened the way for shu'ubiyah. 


As we strive for Islam, we must also strive for Arabism. Arab nationalism 
is the Arab's belonging to his Arab nation. Although we have differing 
opinions with regard to political slogans, there is no one among us who 
would question this belonging. Does a person doubt his ties to his father 
and his family? 


Let the Arab socialist follow his path, let the Arab captialist follow his, 
let the proponent of the secular state follow his, and the advocate of the 
religious constitution his. Victory will go to the one most beneficial and 
suitable for life; as for our Arab belonging, it must not be violated, and 
we must not allow those who doubt the Arab nation to fill the world with Lies. 


Read the tracts of some, supporting that dissonant voice which advocates 
the fall of Arab nationalism. They are written by people who perhaps came 
to the Arab homeland to make a living, to live and obtain sustenance. 
However, they have not given us credit for our generousity in that respect. 
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Rather, they have sought to ruin the Arab nation through what they call 
lalam. Something that ia based on overthrowing the Arabea isa not Ielam, 


lalam does not advocate defaming Arabs, nor does it advocate placing the 
necks of the Araba in the hands of their enemies in the name of Ielam, 


Movements these days against the Arabs are suspicious. They began to cast 
doubts on the sincere leaders; then to engage in the great betrayal and 
goodwill towards God's enemies, about whom the Beneficent Creator said: 
"Verily you shall find that the greatest enemies of the believers are the 
Jewa;" then went on to raising the Zionist flag in the heart of Cairo, 
before the domes and minarets of al-Azhar; then poisened writings aimed 

at the final destruction of the name of the Arabs; and to the movements 
undertaken to oppose the Arabic Language and culture, as is happening in 
some Arab countries now. 





The Arab ruler is now invited to reflect, not on limiting freedom of the 
pen, nor on taking advantage of this opportunity to bring together the 
pious and the sinful, rather, on learning the differences between high 
treason and beliefs which are worth striving for, and on taking a civilized 
nationalist stand.

QADHDHAFIL BACKS DOWN IN CONFRONTATION WITH TRIBAL LEADERS 
Cairo AL-AHRAM in Arabic 11 Apr 80 p 5 


[Article: "Struggle Between Qadhdhafi and Libyan Tribal Leaders; Qadhdhafi 
Compelled To Free 181 Tribal Leaders; Tribesamen Pressure Army"| 


[Text] A report received from Libya says: “President Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi 
has issued an order to abolish the tribal system which has prevailed among 
the Bedouin tribes throughout Libya's history. These tribes are the 
al-Bara'isah, the al-Hasah, the al-'Awafir, the al-'Ubaydat, the al-Harabi, 
the al-Araqah, the al-Shalawiyah, the al-Manafah, the al-Shawa'ir, the 
al-Darsah, and the al-Shahbiyat. Officers and enlisted men of the Libyan 
armed forces as well as all the civil servants and workers in the Libyan 
Government are from these tribes. 


"This decision came as a result of Qadhdhafi's determination to apply the 
principles of the Green Book, which aim at breaking down every unit and 
grouping among the Libyan people. 


"The tribes have rebelled against Qadhdhafi's decision, which abolishes 
their traditions and the unity which has existed among the tribes for 
yundreds of years. 


"A big conference was held in al-Jabal al-Akhdar which brought together all 
the tribal leaders and shaykhs and the secretaries of the people's committees 
from the provinces of Sirt, al-Khums, Benghazi and Darnah. Those attending 
the conference discussed the damage which has resulted from this decision 

and the danger it poses to the unity of the tribes and the harmony and 
homogeneity among them. The conference issued resolutions summoning all 
members of these tribes, all officers and enlisted men in the Libyan armed 
forces, all Libyan students studying in Europe and America who are working 

on people's committees in Libya's foreign embassies, and all oilfield 

workers to return to the tribes without delay. 


"Libyan intelligence reported the conference resolutions to Qadhdhafi, who 
issued a decision calling for the arrest of 181 leaders and shaykhs from 
the ten [sic, eleven listed in the first paragraph] Libyan tribes and the 
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people's committees who attended the conference. He charged them with 
violating the charter of the Libyan revolution. He also decided to execute 
any officer or enlisted man from these tribes who seeks to leave his post 
in the Libyan armed forces, 


"The arrest of the tribal leaders brought about a major aplit in the 
Libyan Army and caused grumbling among army officers and enlisted men 
who belong to these tribes. In addition, the Bedouins who work in the 
oilfields and in government agencies declared open rebellion. 


"Qadhdhafi held a meeting with all the officers of the armed forces, Present 
at this meeting were Commander-in-Chief Lt Col Abu-Bakr Yunis, Prime Minister 
"Abd-al-Salam Jallud and Commander of Libyan Military Intelligence Mustafa 
al-Kharubi. Qadhdhafi justified the abolition of the tribal system by 

saying that it is a primitive and backward system which conflicts with the 
concepts of the revolution and hinders the anticipated leap forward in 
Libya's awakening in its modern age. 


"After intense discussion, the conference decided to immediately release 
the tribal leaders and secretaries of the people's committees and allow 

the officers and enlisted men who had responded to the call of their tribes 
to return to their posts in the army without punishment. The conference 
also decided to rescind Qadhdhafi's decision calling for the abolition of 
the tribal system in Libya and not to return to it in the future. 


"Now, all the Libyan tribes are delighted at having forced Qadhdhafi to 
rescind all his decisions against the tribes. It should be mentioned that 
the ten Libyan tribes represent all Libya's pepulation. The armed forces 
and all workers in the state consist of members of these tribes."

ANNUAL QADHDHAFI- INSPIRED MASSACRES REPORTED 
Cairo AL~AKHBAR in Arabic 14 Apr 80 p 5 


[Statement from Libyan Citizens Grouping: "An Appeal From the Libyan 
People to All Peoples of the World; The World Has a Responsibility To 
Save the Libyan People From Qadhdhafi's Massacres; Statement of ‘Libyan 
Citizens Grouping" Exposes Murders and Wholesale Torture; The Complete 
Story of Qadhdhafi's Barbaric Massacres" |] 


[Text] AL-AKHBAR has received the following important 
statement from the Libyan Citizens Grouping. The 
statement was issued on the anniversary of the April 
massacres carried out by Qadhdhafi in Libya last year. 
The document says that April has become the month of 
massacres, murders and savage crimes of torture. The 
massacres began with the murder of Libyan journalist 
Muhammad Mustafa Ramadan in London. The text of the 
statement follows: 


In the name of the most important of the rights gained by the human race 
through its Long march, the right to live in security within a state whose 
most important duty is to achieve this goal, we direct this message to the 
peoples of the world. We say unanimously to them that we have lost this 
right to security at the hands of the president of our state, whose main 
preoccupation has become the invention of new ways in which to terrori.e 
the citizens and punish them indiscriminately. 


There can be no doubt that the most repulsive condition which a people can 
endure is to discover that the gangs knocking on the doors of the citizens 
during the night are not bands of criminals, in which case they could 
register complaints with the security authorities, but gangs which are 
under the direct authority of the president and receive their orders 
directly from him. He calls these bands the "revolutionary committees," 
or sometimes the "red gangs." Perhaps a statement describing the methods 
which the Libyan president, Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi, has employed from the 

time he staged the coup in 1969 until February 1980, with preparations 
now being made for a collective purge of many members of the Libyan people, 
who will go to the gallows during April, the month set aside as the annual 
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time for revenge against the citizens; perhaps a summary of the measures 
Qadhdhafi has employed to govern the Libyan people will force everyone 

to assess the situation which causes us to reach out for help and assistance, 
Because what we are being subjected to is the threatened annihilation of 

an entire people, These measures which Colonel Qadhdhafi has employed to 
deal with our people provide the best illustration of what we are enduring. 
The situation in brief is as follows: 


The First of the Crimes 


1, On 1 September, the royal regime in Libya was overthrown and the 
People's Tribunal was formed. The tribunal then began trying the key 
members of the royal regime, A few months later, Qadhdhafi claimed that 
he had uncovered a plot to overthrow his regime. He formed a special 
military tribunal which began trying certain of the prominent members of 
the Revolution Command Council who had played a principal role in the rise 
of the revolution movement. The Libyan people began hearing rumors about 
the methods of torture and interrogation foreign to their peace-loving 
nature. Then the first purge took place against a group of RCC members, 
including Defense Minister Adam al-Hawwaz, Interior Minister Musa Ahmad 
and other officers who had been members of the revolutionary movement. 

The trials were a sham without any semblence of justice. Sentences were 
handed down ranging from 10 years in prison to life imprisonment and death. 


Purging of the Army 


2. Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi began to feel uneasy about his grip on the RCC 
following the first purge. It became a matter of course for attempts 

to overthrow the regime of Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi to be discovered at any time. 
Most of these attempts were fabricated by this ruler in order to reach 
certain elements in the army and purge them early, so that even when all 
the evidence proved that some of the accused officers were innocent, they 
were nevertheless stripped of military rank and discharged from the army. 
Some of these men spent 4 years in prison without trials before being 
released. ihe Libyan people have heard about and seen many of their countrymen-- 
including officers, enlisted men and civilians--who have been maimed in 
torture operations. Some lost their teeth, some suffered paralysis in 

one of their legs, some lost their hearing, and some, such as Colonel 
al-Majiri and Captain al-Barghuthi, even lost their lives. In most cases 
a group of civilians were charged along with the military group, as occurred 
when the poet Rashid al-Zubayr al-Sanusi was charged and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. Ahmad Bu-Rujayl, a [contractor] and son of Yusaf Bu-Rajayl, 
friend of the freedom fighter “Umar Mukhtar, was sentenced under similar 
circumstance. The Libyan people believed that these plots could be real, 
but they rejected the inhumane methods which were being used against their 
fellow citizens. At first, Qadhdhafi did not want to show his cards all 

at once because a plan had been laid to purge the Libyan people in stages 
without regard for the people as a whole. Thus, he claimed that he was 
unaware of what had been going on in the torture cells, and a committee 
was formed to investigate the acts of torture and the deaths of numerous 
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persons. This committee was chaired by Capt Muhammad al-Maqrif, a member 
of the Revolution Council. The results of the investigation were covered 
up because the orders to carry out the torture had been issued by Qadhdhafi 
himself. 


Campaign of Murder 


3. <A campaign of disguised murders began against certain prominent in- 
dividuals in the army. Revolution Council member Captain al-Maqrif was 
murdered, and it was claimed that he died in an automobile accident. 
Officer al-Harathi was murdered, and again an automobile accident was 
blamed. Capt ‘Atiyah al-Kasih was murdered, another alleged victim of 

an automobile accident. And then an individual by the name of Miftah 
al-Hindbany, a man well known for his courage and nationalist positions 
and one of the civilians who had cooperated with the colonel at the 
beginning of the revolution, was murdered. Once again, an automobile 
accident was given as the cause of death. Tripoli Central Prison, the 
old prison built during the time of the Fascist executioner Mussolini, 
began once more to know lines of mothers, wives and cildren coming to 
visit the arrested and condemned individuals. Sometimes they were 
permitted to do so, while at other times they were turned away. A state 
of grief gradually began to overcome the Libyan people. Is it believeable 
that these plots were real? The Fazzan conspiracy, the al-Abyar con- 
spiracy, the al-Hawwaz conspiracy, the Military Hospital conspiracy. 
Dozens--or rather, hundreds--of the Libyan people's young men are thrown 
into the prisons based on sentences handed down in trials at which no 
lawyer is present. And in spite of their severity, these sentences are 
replaced with more extreme sentences issued directly by President of the 
Revolution Qadhdhafi. During this period, many special unjust laws were 
put into force, including the Law of the People's Tribunal, the Law for 
the Protection of the Revolution, and the Law for the Prohibition of 
Party Activities. It is worth noting, perhaps, that the People's Tribunal 
Law gives the judge the right to draw up a legal provision while a case is 
being tried making any theretofore legal act a crime. In other words, 

the judge in the People's Tribunal has been given the legislative power 

in addition to the judicial power so that the defendant cannot escape the 
punishment intended for him. 


Meaning of the Popular Revolution 


4. The first assault against the Libyan people under the pretext of 
purging the main supporters of the previous regime came to an end. The 
conspirators against the Revolution Command Council had been purged. 
Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi's second assault against the Libyan people began in 

1974 with his announcement of what he termed the Popular Revolution. The 
aggression that took place against the people is something which no 
reasonable mind can comprehend. During that February, Qadhdhafi went to 
his native town of Zuwarah, which is located near the Tunisian border, and 
delivered a speech in which he attacked every man who held any specific 
ideology--in other words, belonged to a party--and assailed the (phenomenon 
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of the "beetles") among the youth. A few hours before this speech, the 
investigation and intelligence agencies had prepared lists of the names of 
the elite of the country's educated and nationalist youth, These agencies 
raided the houses of these youth, arrested them without charges and put 

them in the prisons. Some of these idividuals were released after 8 months, 
but others were still in prison as of the time this appeal was written 

based on sentences of up to 5 years handed down against them by the People's 
Tribunal, After these sentences were pronounced, however, Qadhdhafi changed 
them to life imprisonment and, in some cases, death. Those given life 
sentences included a young surgeon specialiazing in heart surgury by the 
name of Muhammad al-Mufti. Al-Mufti was enticed into returning from London 
where he had been continuing his studies and was then thrown in prison 
during the so-called Popular Revolution. In addition, two young teachers 
were given the death sentence and are now in prison awaiting execution. It 
should also be mentioned that immediately following this speech--i.e., the 
Zuwacah speech in which the colonel announced what he called the Popular 
Revolution--large numbers of books were burned and many houses were raided 
in order to search for Marxist books--and Islamic books, as well--and con- 
fiscated them. In this speech, Qadhdhafi laid down five points which 

became a virtual constitution for him. These five points follow: 


- Suspension of the laws. 

- Declaration of the cultural revolution. 

- Elimination of sick people, reactionaries and deviants. 
- Elimination of bureaucracy. 

- Declaration of the popular revolution.

The really strange thing is that this ruler boasts publicly that he formu- 
lated these principles, including the principle of the “suspension of laws," 
which says that the state will cease to be subject to the law. In reality, 
however, these principles were contained in a placard put up in a public 
square in front of the ministry of justice building on ‘Umar al-Mukhtar 
Street in Tripoli. 


The Third Attack 


5. Then in 1975 the third attack on the Libyan people came with a claim 
that a plot had been uncovered. Large numbers of young army officers who 
had recently graduated were arrested, and several of the remaining members 
of the Revolution Command Council were charged. After 2 years of imprison- 
ment and horrible torture, they were brought before a special expedited 
military tribunal, and the resulting sentences ranged from life imprison- 
ment to death. The military prosecution contested a group of the sentences, 
and they were raised from life imprisonment to death. In order to expand 
the purging operation against the people to a broader scale, a mob of 
disreputable people were sent into the university precinct during the 
student union election in order to provoke the students. The mob attacked 
the students, and because the police were not aware that these elements 

had been sent by Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi himself, they apprehended them by order 
of the public prosecutor and put them in jail. On the following day, 
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however, an order was issued to the warden of the jail to release these 
elements. This order came from Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi personally. 


After about a week, another group from the colonel's intelligence organiza- 
tion disguised as university students provoked the students. When they 
began to be repulsed by the students, who were prepared this time, the 
students were surprised to find that the intelligence agents were carrying 
pistols to defend themselves and had drawn the weapons in the university 
precinct. While these men looked like students, they were actually agents 
from the colonel's intelligence organization. The students got revenge for 
this provocation by staging a huge demonstration. They clashed with the 
police, and the Socialist Union in Benghazi was set on fire. This was 

the colonel's goal: to lure the students into this trap so that he could 
make an example of them. In the event, large numbers of students were 
apprehended, from secondary students all the way up to university students. 
These incidents took place in 1976. 


In 1977, a group of young officers were brought before a special military 
tribunal which pronounced death sentences on 21 officers and sentenced the 
rest to life imprironment. 





On 2 April 1977, 21 officers were executed by firing squad. These officers 
ranged in age from 21 to 27. Then on 7 April, a prison vehicle carrying 
three students left Tripoli Central Prison at 0500 en route to Benghazi, 
which is 1,000 kilometers away. It reached its destination at 1500, and 
the students were then hung in the main square in front of the Socialist 
Union in Benghazi. Their bodies remained hanging from 1500 until 2000. 


On the same day, a Libyan businessman by the name of ‘Umar al-Sadiq al- 
Warfali was executed along with an Egyptian man at the port of Benghazi. 
These men had been charged with planning to blow up the port, but no 
evidence was offered to the people to back up this charge, and no citizens 
were present at their trial. Traffic was rerouted by the place where the 
gallows had been erected in order to force the citizens to view the i.no- 
cent victims, and the victims were also shown on television that night. 

Do not ask about the terror which struck the women, children and young 
people who stood staring in disbelief at the suspended bodies of the 
martyrs. 


The April Massacres 


6. Colonel Qadhdhafi's main goal became to spread terror and fear in the 
minds of the citizens on a continuous basis. He turned the day of the 
massacre in April into an occasion for celebrating that event with those 

of his aides who remained. He named one of the squares "7 April Square" 
and put up placards menacing the citizens with the warning that every April 
will be a time for revenge. There is a sign in the square on the Baninah 
Airport Road in Benghazi which announces that "7 April is a day to settle 
accounts with reactionism." Similar signs can be found on al-Funduq Road 
and in front of Sports City in Benghazi, all of them specifying the month 
of April as the annual time for revenge on the citizens. 
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The seriousness of this threat has been confirmed by events. With the 
beginning of February in 1978=-i.e., the year following the execution of 
the officers and students--a group of innocent citizens were apprehended. 
Care was taken to make sure that they came from different classes. Thus 
they included contractors, teachers, businessmen, students, functionaries 
and officers. Military intelligence took custody of these individuals 
and began a campaign of physical and psych. logical torture against them. 
They were finally released some 6 months after rumors had been circulated 
they they would be executed in April. Most of these citizens emerged 
from their ordeal mentally and physically impaired. This was purposefully 
done so that these citizens would tell about what they had been subjected 
to in the way of forms of torture foreign to the nature of the peace- 
loving Libyan people, with the result that the state of terror and fear 
which had begun to reign over many of the citizens would be heightened. 





Another purpose of this operation was to pave the way for a horrible 
measure which Colonel Qadhdhafi wanted to put into effect. This measure 
was the appropriation of the private property of the citizens, including 
real estate, businesses and contracting firms. In fact, during the same 
year, the unparalleled ruler of the Libyan people issued a law which 
nationalized the citizens’ real estate. It permitted ownership of one 
dwelling only, solely for the use of the owner and his family. Then he 
put together a group of unidentifiable and disreputable persons and began 
sending them out in raucous gangs to stage what he termed a "march" on 
the private companies and businesses of the citizens and seize them, 
allegedly on behalf of the people! This was based on the claim that 
business, according to Qadhdhafi, is an exploitative and predatory phe- 
nomenon, as are the contracting firms. He called the businessmen and 
contractors "thieves," and "robbers," and he repeated these terms con- 
tinuously whevever he held a televised news conference. In other words, 
he was not content with divesting the people of their possessions, but 
launched a sustained attack against their dignity. 


7. In April 1979, Qadhdhafi prepared another operation to terrorize the 
Libyan people in the city of Benghazi. Saboteurs under his authority set 

off a bomb in the house of a young man named Tawfiq Bin-Sa'ud, a [contractor] 
in Benghazi. This martyr died immediately after the incident, and Qadhdhafi's 
intelligence service claimed that the young man had been setting the timing 
on the bomb so that it would go off in Qadhdhafi's motorcade. A wide-scale 
operation of arrests was launched against all the people, and exhaustive 
investigations were conducted in order to spread terror in the minds of 

the citizens and gather as much information as possible about the citizens’ 
private lives. 


The pretext given for the arrest and interrogation of each citizen was that 
the intelligence service had found that individual's name on a list in the 
possession of the martyr Tawfiq ibn Sa'ud. However, many people did not 
examine this list to find out the truth of this claim, and those who did 
found that it was a typed list of names including their own. The takings 
for April 1979 consisted of a large number of arrested individuals, some 
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of whom suffered mental disturbances, One example is a young man named 
‘Abdallah al-Zarat, whose only "crime" was that he was an employee in the 
office of the martyred [contractor]. This young man became incapable of 
hearing a voice, footsteps or the ring of a telephone. He is atill being 
held under no specific charge along with as many as 100 other prisoners. 


8. Following the operation to divest the citizens of their private property, 
Qadhdhafi formed public sector companies and business firma belonging to 

the state. He laid another trap for the people in order to purge another 
group. Many ordinary citizens and functionaries came forward to partici- 
pate because there was no other field in which to pursue any activity to 

earn a living, since this ruler had slammed all the doors of livelihood 

in the faces of the citizens. 


The year 1980 arrived, and on the same date as before, 10 February, Qadhdhafi 
sent his terrorist groups--which |! named the "Revolutionary Committees" 
and which receive their orders directly from him--to conduct dawn raids on 
the houses of the citizens. The pretext given for these raids was that 
certain individuals were collecting commissions from foreign companies 
while working in public sector enterprises. If they were not employed in 
public sector enterprises, the charge was that they had smuggled their 
personal assets abroad. And if they fell into neither of these categories, 
they were accused of criticizing and damaging the country's position. The 
important fact, however, is that with the arrival of April each year, a 
bloody purge is conducted against large numbers of the Libyan people. 


Appeal to the Peoples of the World 


At this point, we pause a moment to implore the peoples of the world and 
the various information media which constitute world public opinion to 
focus their attention on what is befalling the Libyan people and to 
monitor the methods which are being used this year with those who are now 
under arrest and the manner in which apprehensions and interrogations are 
being conducted. We summarize these things as foilows: 


A. Apprehension: Colonel Qadhdhafi issues orders directly to the groups 
subordinate to him, which consist of civilians from morally degenerate 
classes along with other groups of mercenaries who wear special uniforms 
consisting of green tunics with face masks of the same color, since their 
leader is the author of the Green Book. These men are given lists of 
names and they go to each individual's house late at night and knock on 
the door. When the individual they are looking for comes out, they tell 
him they want to talk to him for a few minutes. They lure him close to 
their vehicle, and then push him inside and take off through the streets 
at an insane rate of speed. They deliver their captive to the place of 
detention, leaving his wife and children behind him in a state of fear and 
unparalleled anxiety knowing that their loved one has been seized in the 
annual April roundup. They are well aware of what the month of April 
means for any individual whose name happens to be drawn. 
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The Falaqah and Electricity 


B. Interrogation: The organization of executioners conducts interroga- 
tions using the “falaqah" [beating the soles of the feet with a stick], 
electric shock and threats to bring shame on the prisoner. This 

year, something new was added: the prisoner must confess what he is asked 
to confess or else his wife and children are killed. But this is not all. 
After the desired confession is obtained, the accused is brought forward 
while still under arrest and made to confess before a television camera 
that he is a criminal and a thief and anything else he is told to say by 
the executioners organization under the leadership of President Mu'ammar 
Qadhdhafi. Just try to imagine a man being seen on television by his wife 
and children confessing that he is a criminal and a thief before he is 
even brought to trial or questioned by a single law official. Try to 
envision this affront to dignity, this utter disregard for humanity, and 
this destruction of the ideals of man. 





The Gallows Provide Him Relaxation 


Those who think that what is occurring in Libya is an internal action with 
which no one on the outside should interfere may believe that this problem 
is merely a political dispute between a rviler and a group of people on 
account of certain issues, or perhaps a pover struggle. However, this is 
not the case. 


The true situation is this: authority has been seized by a person who 
possesses a bizarre criminal and agressive disposition which is closer 

to a sickness than anything else. This person is only at rest when he 
sees the gallows and the prisons and the weeping of the defeated and 
conquered. Qadhdhafi has said this to the world on more than one occasion: 
"There is no government in Libya. There is no president. Rather, there 
are revolutionary committees, and I (i.e., Qadhdhafi) am the leader of 
these revolutionary committees." Perhaps the best confirmation of the 
illegitimacy of this murderer's authority is the fact that he marched on 
the Libyan embassies--which constitute the state's interface with other 
states--and turned them into popular offices, thereby breaking all inter- 
national laws and conventions 


We, the Libyan people, implore all other peoples of the world to support 
us in this ordeal and to reject with every possible means the April 
massacre which this executioner named Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi will undertake 
this year. Hundreds of victims and innocent persons are awaiting behind 
bars, and behind them are their families and children reaching out to 
every conscientious person in this world and imploring him to support 

them to the utmost of his ability, in keeping with humanitarian duty which 
is the basic source of all noble values in this life. 


My brother humanitarian, the lists of victims have begun to be made in 
earnest, and we want you to stand behind us in order to put an end to 
them. But before we conclude this appeal to your conscience, we offer 
you one more piece of evidence. 
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Family Receives the Body 


One Sunday at the beginning of February of this year, an educated young 
man well known among his countrymen for his high moral standards returned 
from London. He was a [contractor] from the city of Tripoli by the name 
of ‘Amir al-Tahir al-Daghisi. As soon as he landed at the airport he 

was taken in custody by people from the murderer's organizations who took 
him in for interrogation. The following Wednesday, hie family was 
summoned to receive his body. He had been “hot to death. 


It should be noted that Qadhdhafi is now no longer ashamed to commit such 
outrages against the Libyan people. On the contrary, he held a conference 
with his revolutionary committees and called for a physical purge of his 
adversaries at home and abroad, whom he did not identify. His newspapers 
carried confirmation of these remarks. An article in the sixth iseue of 
the newspaper AL-ZAHF AL-AKHDAR of 18 February 1980 entitled "Awaiting 
the Zero Hour" evinced a readiness to carry out this physical purge. 
After all this, we do not believe that what is happening in Libya can be 
considered an internal action. Rather, it is a hostile action aimed at 
the life and dignity of man, and is completely devoid of any political 
content. 


The Libyan people--who are unarmed, are friendly to all peoples of the 
world, and are surrounded by mercenaries and evil people--call on these 
peoples to stand behind them and reject with every possible means the 
annual massacres which are occurring, beginning in February and continuing 
through April. These massacres are carried out with a savagery which re- 
minds one of the celebrations held by barbarian peoples when the blood of 
their human sacrifices was shed. May humanity always triumph, and may 

the executioners of the peoples be defeated.

AUTHORITIES URGED TO PAY ATTENTION TO SOLAR ENERGY 
Nouakchott CHAAB in French 17 Apr 80 p 3 


[Article by Amadou Abdoul Kanne: "Special Attention Must Be Paid to 
Solar Energy in Our Country"] 


[Excerpts] Solar energy is converted in different ways, either by machines 
or by living beings (photosynthesis), with different results. 


Today's conventional nonrenewable energy sources pose enormous pollution 
and recycling problems. Solar energy in the strict sense of the word, 
renewable and by definition inexhaustible, will be the subject of this 
article; it remains almost untapped by comparison with its enormous 
existing potential. 


In the case of the Sahel in general and Mauritanian in particular, which 
directly concerns us, fossil energies are almost nonexistent or very 
scarce and generally imported. 


Biological energy (human and animal photosynthesis) remains quite utilized. 
Our country has a huge potential in the field of renewable solar energy. 
Insolation lasts between 2,500 and 3,500 hours per year and the solar 

flux often exceeds 5,000 watts per day per square meter. The progressive 
rise in the cost of hydrocarbons has made solar energy "profitable" in 
isolated situations where the demand is low. 


Village areas, rural hydraulics and enclosed areas distant from motor- 
fuel supply points could be very interesting fields of solar energy 
applications. 


Currently used technologies are: 
--Thermodynamic conversion, which is the transformation of solar energy 
into heat using plate or concentrating collectors. This radiation trans- 


formed into heat is put into a form usable by a thermomechanical convertor 
(engine or turbine). 
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--Photovoltaic conversion, or direct transformation of solar rays into 
electricity using cells formed by layers of semiconducting materials 
(silicon...). 


--Bioconversion, which uses the process of photosynthesis. The lumber 
that we consume by combustion results from this type of conversion. Pro- 
duction of alcohol or gas from vegetable products or waste is growing. 
The experience of Brazil is eloquent from this point of view. The 
interest in solar energy in the strict sense of the word is growing in 
several countries. In the industrialized countries very significant sums 
are devoted tothe search for more efficient and economical technologies. 
Installation of solar pumps are increasing in the Sahel. Achievements 

in this field are still quite limited in our country. 


The implementation of the first solar pump, which is now out of order, 

at Chinquetti in 1973, has not been followed by another one. Now there 

is some recovery with the N'Gorel Guidal project, which is being imple- 
mented. This plant will feed electricity to a 20-hectare irrigated rice 
field and some agricultural products processing units. The electric 

power delivered will be 8.5 kilowatts. A solar power plant of 5-kw photo- 
cells is under study. It will serve a 10-hectare water-meadow land area 
at Sigara. 


Thought should be given tothe training of national experts in this already 
existing field. 


A wide variety of technologies using solar radiation as source of energy 
are being perfected. Desalination, air conditioning, refrigeration, 
heating, etc.... Solar energy must have an increasingly important place 
in our country's economy. In the future planners should have in mind 
the solar energy alternative. 


It would be interesting to think about integrated projects combining 

solar energy, in the strict sense of the word, petroleum energy and 

maybe even methane produced by fermentation or gasification of vegetable 
wastes. Investment costs still remain high--2 million Mauritanian ouguiya 
per kilowatt for thermodynamic conversion (1978 prices)--a peak of 700 
ouguiya per watt for photovoltaic conversion (1979 prices). Expected 
decrease in photovoltaic cell prices will make this the technology of 

the future in the solar energy field. 


The rise in the cost of petroleum will make solar energy advantageous 
for Mauritanian, which imports petroleum and has immense solar resources.

KING ADDRESSES MILITARY UNIT GOING TO SAHARA

[Text] Marrakech, June 25 (MAP)--King Hassan II of Morocco, supreme 
commander and chief of staff of the Royal Armed Forces, presided here 
Tuesday over a march past of the group "Al Arak" which is to join the 
Moroccan province of Asmara, in the recovered Saharan territories. 


Before the elements of the group "Al Arak" began their march past, the 
monarch delivered an address in which he emphasized the prominent role 
played by the Royal Armed Forces defending the Moroccan territory.

INCREASING USE OF FOREIGN LABOR SEEN AS THREAT TO ARAB SOCIETY 
Abu Dhabi AL=WAHDAH in Arabic 29 Apr 80 p 4

Gulf Society and Culture" ] 


[Text] While visiting an Arab company with a board of directors of native 
citizens, I noted that only 3 of the company's employees were Arabs. To 

say that I was merely surprised by the observation is not enough in this 
case. There is a ruder awakening when one contemplates the implications 

of this phenomenon, one that is developing as a real and fundamental problem. 
While the problem is only beginning to come to the forefront, its ultimate 
implications are being perceived more clearly. 


This growing problem is beginning to overshadow our other major problems. 
The potential threat to our society was brought to us more forcefully as 
we read two independent accounts of the dangerous trend on which the Gulf 
states are embarked. On the same day that newspapers reported a call to 
give more work opportunities to Arab workers by Hamdan bin Rashid, Kuwait's 
finance and commerce minister, the QATAR NEWS AGENCY broadcast a statement 
by the minister of labor and social affairs of the United Arab Emirates, 
Sayf al-Jarwan, declaring that the increasing use of Asiatic [but non-Arab] 
labor posed a real social and political threat to [Persian] Gulf society. 
In his published remarks, the Kuwaiti minister indicated that the Gulf 
States had become aware of the need to replace Asiatic and foreign labor 
by trained and skilled workers from neighboring Arab countries. 


Many urgent questions come to mind at this point: 


Will we permit ourselves to be smothered in a wave bent on our destruction? 
Will this wave erase our Arabic heritage? How long will that process take? 


Much has already been lost. Will we continue to lose slowly or quickly, or 
will we take steps to assume control of the situation? 


These are only three of the many questions that we must answer carefully 
and soon, before it is too late. 
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Before we give statistics on Asiatic labor in the Gulf region, it is 
necessary to point out that, without exception, and regardless of all other 
considerations such as lower wages and other economic factors, all citizens 
and Arab companies must support the call by our senior government officials 
to give priority to Arab workers. We must remember that our land, our 
language, and our heritage are far dearer to us than heftier bank accounts. 


According to available statistics, Asiatic workers constitute 62.48 percent 
of the UAE's labor force, 57.4 percent of Qatar's, 52.6 percent of Bahrain's, 
and 22.68 percent of Kuwait's. In all 5 of these states, local citizens 

make up 27.56 percent of the labor force, and [non-citizen] Arab workers 
account for 27.38 percent. 


The increasing immigration of Asiatic workers to the Arab Gulf region is a 
disturbing phenomenon. Hundreds of thousands are flocking here for work. 
There is no doubt but that this tidal wave of immigrants will leave deep 
imprints on the Gulf's Arab way of life. As other ethnic groups grow and 
develop their own identities, the Gulf's Arabic features are threatened. 


As we leaf through the statistics on the relative strength of the ethnic 
groups, we are struck with the observation that foreigners outnumber the 
natives. The economic, social, and political implications of this develop- 
ment are all too obvious. The high ratio of foreign to native workers is 
not the result of a [natural] population explosion. At its highest, the 
rate of natural growth never exceeds 4 percent annually. The rate of 
growth of foreign workers is much higher than 4 percent. 


Based on these facts, it is obvious that immigration by Asiatics poses very 
significant dangers to Gulf society. Foremost among these are: 


--The loss of our identity as Arabs. As the Arab population becomes the 
minority, it will lose control of its destiny to the majority. 


--The disintegration of the structure of the native population, with all 
the present and future dangers inherent in such a development. 


--The weakening of ties with the Arab nation as a result of organized or 
spontaneous pressure by Asiatic ethnic groups which view the Arab community 
at large as a threat to their interests and survival. 


There are other future dangers. The very purity of our cultural heritage 
will be threatened as a result of economic, social, and political pressures 
by foreign workers. Future ties between the Gulf states and the rest of 

the Arab world could be weakened or compromised. The Arabic language 

itself could deteriorate into a mixture of languages that bear no resemblance 
to Arabic. 


We have limited our remarks to the more immediate dangers to our national 
identity. The dangers of ethnic multiplicity extend beyond social and 
economic factors; our military and strategic decisions, as well as our 
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ability to influence the course of our economy and government could be 
endangered. We have refrained from discussing these points in the hope, 
kindled by two of our government leaders, that new measures will be taken 
to keep our national direction on the proper track. 


Once again, however, we wish to underscore the importance of what our 
citizenry and companies can do to reverse our present direction and head 
in the right one.

SAUDI MINISTE? DISCUSSES JOINT INDUSTRIAL PROJECTS 
Dammam AL~IQTISAD in Arabic Apr 80 p 28 
[Article: "Al-Gosaibi Discusses Joint Saudi-Gulf States Industrial Projects"] 


[Text] The Gulf Consulting Organization is conducting studies on 6 industrial 
projects to be jointly sponsored by the Gulf states. The most important 

of these are an electric bulb manufacturing plant, a plant for the manu- 
facture of glass panes, a plant for making frames, and one for [smelting 

or rolling] aluminum. This information was disclosed by Dr Ghazi al-Gosaibi, 
Saudi Arabia's minister of industry and electricity. The minister described 
the joint projects as characteristic of the kinds of industrial cooperation 
existing between Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states. Studies for these multi- 
national projects are made by the Gulf Consulting Organization, headquartered 
at al-Dawha. The minister also spoke of bi-national projects involving 

Saudi Arabia and individual Gulf states. He referred to the Saudi-Bahraini 
aluminum plant, the Saudi-Kuwaiti cement plant, and the Saudi-Omani project 
for the production of copper--still under study--as examples. 


On other matters the minister had this to say: "I expect that Saudi Arabia 
will spend approxiamtely 2 billion riyals on its 5-year plan to expand the 
existing industrial zones and add new ones at Khamis, Mashit, Tabbuk and 
al-Madina. Where no industrial zones exist, the government is creating 
excellent opportunities for investors by simplifying procedures, granting 
industrial permits ona selective basis to prevent duplication and encouraging 
the spread of industry throughout the country. 


Speaking of agriculture, the minister described a serious study for a 
Baha-based industry for manufacturing prickly pear juice, and one for the 
production of sugar to be located in the southern part of the country. 


Speaking fo measures to protect the national industry, the minister indicated 
that the protection is not absolute and is given under the following condi- 
tions: 


l. The industry requesting protection must have the capacity to cover 
40 percent of the local market's demand for its product. 
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2. The industry must be at least one year old, 
3. The quality of its product must be satisfactory. 


The minister went on to point out that the government does not permit the 
sale of shares of stock in large government-sponsored enterprises unless 
it is certain of the success of these enterprises. This policy, according 
to the minister, is to encourage investment by ordinary citizens without 
risk to their investments. 


Speaking of solar energy, the minister indicated that research at some of 
the country's universities and the station [the reference is apparently to 
a research center] will enable us to find a secure, alternate source of 
energy. 


The minister pointed out that through government support Saudi products 
have become competitive with foreign ones. He cited public satisfaction 
as evidence. He also lauded the courage of many Saudi businessmen for 
sponsoring a large number of industrial projects. He commended their 
patriotism and civic spirit.

/Text/ Hie Majesty King Khalid chaired the annual important session held 
by the Council of Ministers yesterday morning. 


Thies was attended by His Royal Highness Prince Fahd ibn ‘Abd-al ‘Aziz, 

the crown prince and deputy prime minister and Hise Royal Highness Prince 
“Abdallah ibn ‘Abd-al ‘Aziz, second deputy prime minister and head of the 
National Guard, and approved the government budget for the new fiscal year 
1980-81. 


After that bis majesty issued a decree on the new budget and other decrees 
on the municipality and general organization budgets. He then delivered 
hie lofty statement. 


Following approval of the budget, Hie Royal Highness Prince Fahd ibn 
‘Abd-al ‘Aziz, the crown prince and deputy prime minister, expressed his 
contentment with the budget approval carried out in thie fashion, which 
inspires confidence and stresses the eagerness of the government of his 
majesty che king to carry on the development process in the country, on 
proper grounds based on «a view to the future which draws its bases from 
the faith of thie country, which is the constitution of ite existence, 
and from the genuineness of this nation, on which God has bestowed these 
bounties, foremost of which is the bounty of Islam, which bears great re- 
sponsibility toward ite citizens, the Arab and Islamic family and coming 
generations, and which God, through his grace and help and guidance to 
His majesty the king, may God protect him, has caused to succeed in bear 
ing ite international responsibilities with tne utmost bravery, honesty 
and sincerity. His Highness Prince Fahd said, “We beseech God that we may 
all be well regarded by your majesty in all the responsibilities toward 
our country and nation which you have entrusted us with." 
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Tie .ouncil aleo expressed ite Chanks and appreciation to bie excellency 
tow minieter of finance and national economy for the manner in which this 
year's budget has been prepared and che efforts hie excellency and offic 
fale in the Ministry of Finance have exerted in introducing the beneficial 
characteristics in this noble fashion. 


At the beginning of the session, the council heard a report by his Excel- 
lency the minister of finance and national economy, Shaykh Muhammad Aba 
al-Khayl, in which he stated that the government's budget for the coming 
fiecal year had been prepared in the light of the government's goals of 
continuing the course of comprehensive national development. This repre 
sents the firet year of the third development plan. 


Therefore, ic reflects the features of the second and third plans in its 
completion of the second development pian programs and projects in the im- 
plementation of the third development plan programs. After that, his ex- 
cellency explained to the council the progress in imports and exports 
which had been achieved in the last fiscal year, 1979-80, and the economic 
conditions which resulted from it. He then presented a review of the 
estimates of revenues and expend tures for the new year. 


Government revenues for the fiscal year 1930-81 have been estimated at 
261,516,000,000 riyais. 


The government's projects for che fiscal year 1980-31 have been estimated 
at 245 billion riyals. The surplus is to be transferred to the general 
state reserve. 


The council approved the budget and expressed its satisfaction with the 
balence which had been achieved between government spending and the growth 
of the absorptive /capacity/ of the domestic economy, now that fiscal 
policy has been successful in dominating inflation and eliminating bottle- 
necks in the public utilities. The council also »>xpressed its satisfac- 
tion with the development of actual growth in the non-petroleum sector, 
which, in the year ending, 1979-80, will come to about 14 to 15 percent, 
so that during the years of the previous plan the growth rate was about 
15.8 percent. 


Ime council also observed with utmost satisfaction that the policy of guid 
ing government spending and slowing the increase in the rate of expansion 
of money during the previous period has led to the suppression of inflation. 
The rate of inflation in the past came to about 40 percent in 1975-76 then 
dropped, as a result of the process of guidance of spending and the wise 
financial policy followed, to 9.2 percent in 1978-79. It also estimated 
that continuation of this policy would lead to a drop in the inflation 

rate in the last fiscal year, 1979-80, to a maximum of 7 or & percent. 
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The Budget Decree 
With che aid of almighty God: 
We, Khalid ibn ‘Abd-al-‘Agiz Aal Su'ud, king of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia: 


Having etudied Article 37 of the Council of Ministers statute issuing Royal 
Decree 30 dated 8 October 1977; 


Having studied the data bearing on government revenues and expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1980-81; 


And after studying Council of Ministers Decree 97 dated 14 May 1980, have 
decreed the following: 


First: A. The government's revenues for the fiscal year 1980-81 are esti- 
mated at 261,516,000,000 (two hundred sixty one billion five hundred six- 
teen million) riyals, in accordance with Table A accompanying this decree. 


B. The government's expenditures for the fiscal year 1980-81 are estimated 
at the eum of 245 (two hundred forty-five billion riyals, in accordance 
with Table B accompanying this decree. 


C. The surplus revenues and authorized expenditures which are saved will 
be transferred to the government reserve and it is permitted to withdraw 
from this reserve only by royal decree in cases of utmost need related to 
the higher interests of the state. 


Second. The revenues will be paid out in accordance with financial stat- 
utes and will all be paid to the Saudi Arabian Monetary Authority and its 
branches for withdrawal by the Ministry of Finance and National Economy. 


Third. Expenditures will be paid out in accordance with the budget and 
the instructions bearing on that. 


Fourth. A. Transfers will be made between the allocations for the sub- 
headings in Chapters One, Two and Three by decree of the competent min- 
ister or the heads of departments with independent budgets, and the min- 
ister may allocate authority to heads of branches whose budgets are ap- 
proved concerning heading under his jurisdiction. 


B. Transfers may not be made to any subheadings in Chapter One, Two or 
Three in excess of the basic credits allocated in the budget. 


In addition, transfers may be made from subheadings on salaries to any 


subheading in Chapter One, Two or Three only by agreement of the minister 
of finance and national economy. 
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C. Tranefere will be made among credite in the headings, branches and 
chaptere of the budget by decree of the minister of finance and national 
economy; if he ie not in agreement, that may be permittdd only by agree 
ment of the prime minister. 


D. Transfers will be made among credite for emergency projects listed in 
Heading 44 and credits for subheadings in Chapter Four by decree of the 
minieter of finance and national economy. 


E. Transfers will be made from budget reserve credite listed in Heading 
43 to credite for headings and branches of the budget by agreement of the 
prime minister, on the basis of « recommendation by the minister of 
finance and national economy. 


F. Transfers may not be made from Chapter Four credits to credite in oth- 
er chapters but transfers may be made from project credits in Chapter Four 
by decree of the minister of finance and national economy. 


Fifth. Credits may not be used for purposes other than what they have 
been allocated for or the purposes for which disbursement orders have been 
iseved, in excess of credits or for commitment to any expenditure for 
which allocation does not exist in the budget. 


Sixth. Wo decree may be issued or contract concluded which will have the 
effect of entailing a commitment for the coming fiscal year, with the ex- 
ception of the following: 


A. Contracts for continuous or periodic iaplementation, such as rental, 
work, service, food importation or consulting service contracts, for which 
allocations are normally repeated every year. 


B. Import contracts whose costs are authorized in Chapter Two, on condi- 
tion that the value of the contract not exceed the sum authorized during 
the current fiscal year, that no commitment be made for the amount author- 
ized and no transfer be made from it within the limite of the value of 
the contract, and that the period of contract implementation not exceed 
the end of the following fiecal year. 


C. Contracts for projects which cannot be broken down, on condition that 
the commitment be made within the limits of the authorized costs in every 


project. 


Seventh. if it appears during the current fiscal year that commitment was 
made during the past year for sums in excess of the allocated credit, it 
will be necessary to present toe matter to the Council of Ministers, if 
the excess is the result of unjustified conduct. Otherwise, the minister 
of finance and national economy may permit these sums to be disbursed 

from credits for the current fiscal year. 
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Bighth, Lt te absolutely not permitted to appoint or promote employees 
and workers except to positions authorized in thie budget and under the 
conditions and circumstances stated in the bylaws in effect. 





Ninth, Except for the appointment of ministers, it will not be permissible 
to create new positions or grades during the fiecal year 1960-41 except as 
authorized in thie budget, with the exception of positions which are cre- 
ated in accordance with the conditions contained in the Statute on Tempor 
ary Positions, nor may the grades authorized in this budget be modified 
through raises, though it te permissible to lower them by decree of the 
chief of the General Civil Service Bureau in accordance with a recoumenda- 
tion from a committee made up of delegates of the Ministry of Finance and 
National Economy, the General Civil Service Bureau and the entity con- 
cerned. What te carried out during fiscal year 1940-61 in implementation 
of Council of Ministers Decree 349 of 10 June 1972, Decree 792 of 22-23 
June 1974 and Decree 636 of 16 April 1977 will be exempt from this. 


Tenth. The administrative organization of each entity will be given cred- 
its as the general budget issues them, and these may be modified only by 
decree of the Higher Committee on Administrative Reform. The titles of 
positions may be altered in accordance with classification requirements by 
decree of the head of the General Civil Service Bureau, on the basis of a 
recommendation by a committee made up of delegates of the Ministry of 
Finance and National Economy, the General Civil Service Bureau and the en- 
tity concerned. 


Eleventh. The minister of finance and national economy will issue the in- 
structions necessary for the implementation of this budget within the 
limite of the rules stipulated in this decree. 


Twelfth: The deputy prime minister and the ministers must implement this 
decree of ours, each in his area of concern.

BUDGET FOR COMING YEAR DISCUSSED 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 15 May 80 p 1 


/Article:_ "AL-RIYAD's Statement: The Budget--and the Citizen's Resonpon- 
sibility"/ 


/Text/ The figures for this year's budget have broken the expectations 
barrier. The budget, together with the third plan, comes as the founda- 
tion of the future base for a more stable and developed economy. 


The emphasis is being placed primarily on education and development train- 
ing of human resources, which are the major objective of the desired goals. 


From this notion, we find chat the basic elements which past budgets given 
priority to are the construction of the facilities which the second take- 
off will depend on--that is, they assigned priority to means of transport 
and communications of all forms and gave attention to expansion of the 
housing base so that it could absorb the numbers of people it relied on 
for implementation of these plans. 


Although we have suffered from difficulties in the past, as a result of 
bottlenecks which the former plan had identified, this situation is to be 
expected in a country which is trying to build and develop in all sectors. 
The government has even paid attention, in treating inflation and price 
escalation in the bids of companies which have wanted .o obtain concessions 
for projects, to following a policy of guiding spending, proceeding con- 
servatively in money expansion, and postponing certain projects so that 
these bottlenecks could probably come to an end. 


In this budget for this year, 1980-81, concern has been given to the ab- 
sorptive nature of the local economy, now that capable domestic personnel 
have risen to encouraging areas in implementation of the third plan, as 
well as to completing the basic facilities on which the private and gov- 
ernment sector projects will depend in order to reduce the fear that other 
crisis will emerge as in the past. 
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The massive figure which the budget entails causes us to sense the import- 
ance of the changes in every economic and social sphere on which this 
nation ise embarking. This has prompted his majesty the kind, in his guid- 
ing statement, to say "This budget's goal is to continue working for the 
sake of further growth and prosperity for our beloved country." That is, 
the responsibility for attaining national goals is the feeling that the 
country, with all its resources, is a sector which is open to everyone 
without discrimination as to employment or person, except for the ability 
to make sacrifices, and the feeling that the revenues which have been 
realized in this time are a responsibility on our shoulders vis-a-vis 
coming generations. This is a fact which we must realize and must strive 
on behalf of. 


The rates the Ministry of Finance statement set forth on the expected drop 
in inflation rates next year come to a maximum of 7 or 8 percent. These 
are encouraging indicators of economic integration among all domestic 
economic sectors; that is, the role of the private sector must exhibit the 
same responsibility. 


The facilities granted to the agricultural and industrial sectors and the 
great aid these projects receive in large loans, customs facilities and 
the nonimposition of escalating taxes allow private capital a status to 
liberate itself from approaches of rapid gain, trafficking in the imports 
of manufactured goods, or revolving in the circle of an insecure economy, 
namely trafficking in Land, 


The industrial and agricultural base is the means to guarantee the attain- 
ment of a domestic economy with firm foundations. Sums must be used in 
this budget through Local economic intelligence and its ability to enter 
into competition as a calculated force which aspires to build a nation 
whose realities are not constructed in a void. 


In the face of this realistic, intelligent thinking, we are still in the 
stages of construction and the evaluation of our previous experiences in 
order to define the scope of our coming horizons. Therefore we should not 
be embarrassed to be in the sphere of developing countries--rather, what 
would be embarrassing would be for our aspirations to be short term ones 
confined to the context of general appearances only. 


The strides we have taken in the past 5 years have not all been bitter, 
when we realize that we are learning from our errors and learning how to 
establish surer, more stable premises. It was not shameful that we should 
fall prey to some errors, as long as we were in need to build our future 
through our own innate powers. 


The citizen is the goal and the objective. Therefore, there is no differ- 
ence between him and his national duty except in entering the struggle 
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with time and attaining these great goals with the feeling of a person 
who wants to build without waiting for words of thanks, since the country 
belongs to everyone. Through this perception, these figures in this 
year's budget must not be just silent ones devoid of life.

Industry 


The total cost of the Bureau of Industry plan will be 2,006,800,000 riyals, 
26 percent of the cost of the plan. As regards projects for industrial 
areas in the various towns of the kingdom, it is expected that their total 
area will increase by 104 percent over the area constructed at the end of 
the second plan; the total area envisioned for the end of the third plan 
is 28.72 million square meters, as compared with 14.01 million square met- 
ers constructed at the end of the second plan.

dustry, the construction materiale industry, and agricultural processing. 


Petroleum and Minerale 


The totel costes of Petromin's plan will be 27,684,800,000 riyale, or 3.5 
percent of the totel plan amounte. 


The increase in the General Petroleum and Minerale Organization (Petromin) 
projects will be 5,569 percent /sic/. The productive capacity of local 
oil refineries at the end of the third plan will be 640,000 barrels per 
day, a8 compared with 120,000 barrele per day in the second plan and the 
capacity of the lubricating oil blending plante w'!! be 2 million barrels 
per year as compared with 500,000 barrels per day. The capacity for stor- 
age of ofl products bulk plants will be 22,745,000 barrels as compared with 
9,634,000 barrels, and ofl products pipelines will carry 511,000 barrels 
per day as compared with 112,000 barrels per day.

The al-Jubayl-Riyadh water Line (3,746,000,000 riyals). 

Agriculture 


The total cost of the agriculture sector plan will be 7,974,000,000 riyale 
(1 percent of the total cost of the plan). 


Among the most important agricultural sector programs in the third plan 
are: 


The agricultural development program: 

This aims at preparing new land for modern farming, reclaiming current ir- 
rigated land, and developing pasture and wooded areas. The most important 
projects in this are the project to develop Wadi Damad and the project to 
develop Wadi al-Dawasir. 

The production program: 

This aims at increasing agricultural output directly by distributing ia- 
proved seeds to farmers, aiding poultry and dairy producers by providing 
the facilities necessary for their production, and producing inoculations 
and serums to prevent animal diseases. 


In the third plan agricultural production will rise, totalling the follow- 
ing by the end of the plan: 


Wheat: 198,872 tons, an increase of 29 percent. 

Vegetables: 719, 598 tons, an increase of 28 percent. 

Fruit: 106,601 tons, an increase of 27 percent. 

Meat: 51,505 tons, an increase of 29 percent. 

Development of pastures anu wooded areas: The wooded area to be forested 
will come to 10,500 domums, an increase of 250 percent. The pastures to 


be protected will total 500 kilometers, an increase of 1,823 percent. 


Training: the number of trainees in the various training program: will 
totel 3,695, an increase of 48 percent. 


Health Care 


Costs of the Ministry of Health Plan total 760,472,800,000 riyale /sic/ 
which is 4.5 percent of the totel cost of the plan. The plan includes 
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increases in the number of hospitals to lll with a total of 23,325 beds, 

at the end of the plan, as compared with 12,250 beds in the second plan, 
increases in the number of primary health care centers to 806, creation of 
three orthodontietry centers, increases in anti-malaria stations, retention 
of the current number of bilharzia centers, which are 10, increases in the 
quarantine and vocational health unite to six, the maintenance centers and 
storehouses to four and nursing schools to 10, and increases in the number 
of health inetitutes to seven instead of five. The cost of constructing 
and operating these facilities will come to 17,156,700,000 riyale in the 
third plan. 


The Red Crescent 


The Saudi Red Crescent Society plan will cost 628.1 million riyals, or 
0.08 percent. The plan will include increases in the number of first aid 
centers, construction of five first aid centers in airports, and advanced 
ambulances. The plan | :ommends that the society relinquish the clinics 
it is managing as well as constructing a first aid institute. 


Social Care 


Costs of the social care plan will come to 1,950,500,000 riyals, or 0.25 
percent of the total cost of the general plan. This includes an increase 
in social care hom ss, homes for care for the «\derly, anti-tuberculosis 
offices, national philanthropic societies an’ vomen's supervision offices, 
in addition to increases in the scope of alternative care. 


Social Affairs 


The costs of the social affairs plan will total 1,554,900,000 riyals, or 
20 percent /sic/ of the cost of the general plan; this includes increasing 
the number of social development centers, cooperative societies, cooper- 
ative unite, social affairs departments in the regions, children's day 
care centers, camps and cultural contests, in addition to increased nation- 
al projects, projects to improve the environment, and anti-illiteracy cam- 
paigns and groups. 


Youth Care 


Costs of the youth care plan total 4.5 billion riyalse or 0.6 percent of 
the cost of the general plan. This includes increasing the number of 
youth care centers, sporting clubs, medical treatment units, covered 
sviaming pools and volunteer work camps. 


The Ministry of Justice 


The costs of the Ministry of Justice plan come to 3,221,500,000 riyals, 

or 0.4 percent of the costs of the general plan. This includes increasing 
the number of courte to 346 and justice secretariats to 137, increasing 
the number of judges to 839 from 750, and increasing the ministry's 
branches to 16.

FRENCH DEFENSE MINISTER DISCUSSES AREAS OF COOPERATION 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 11 May 80 pp 1, 17

Minister to AL-RIYAD: We Will Diecuss Various Aspects of Cooperation 
between Both Defense Ministries"/ 


/Text/ His excellency the French minister of defense, M Yvon Bourges, 
described his visit to the kingdom as “lying within the framework of ex- 
isting cooperation between the two countries and the deep bonds of friend- 
ship linking the two countries. 


"When two friends aspire to attain a common goal, it is natural that they 
should meet from time to time in order to see the features of this road 
together. 


"What we are now carrying out in fact is a meeting with his royal highness 
Prince Sultan ibn ‘Abd-al-‘Aziz in order to hold discussions with him on 
verious aspects of the cooperation existing between the Ministries of 
Defense in the two countries. 


"Relations between the two countries are excellent but in fact this meet- 
ing which will take place with his royal highness Prince Sultan ibn 
‘Abd-al-‘'Aziz has the objective of our jointly seeing the improvements we 
can add to this existing sphere which is open to cooperation between both 
parties. As you see, this is a visit between two friends; in fact this is 
not the first time I have come to your glorious country. I happened to 
visit it several times in the past. 


"Today I am with his highness, greeting him once again and continuing with 
him the discussion on spheres of cooperation open between the two countries 
and the nature of the discussions." His excellency said “There is an area 
of cooperation between France and the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia which began 

a long time ago and there are old projects which are continuing to progress. 
There are new projects which will soon open their doors, God willing, and 

I am here today to see things in their general and detailed aspects. There 
is no specific, set goal." 
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In another area, His Royal Highness Prince Sultan ibn ‘Abd-al-'Agiz, min- 
leter of defense and civil aviation, said "I consider that thie visit, as 
hie excellency has been so kind as to estate, is a friendly one, but, at 
the same time, it is a work and discussion visit regarding the cooperation 
taking place between the two countries in the military sphere and what we 
must do in the future on behalf of the two countries and peoples.” His 
highness responded to AL-RIYAD's question on the program to develop the 
Mirage-2000 aircraft. His highn gaid, "Il believe that our discussion 
will be on airplanes which are bigger than the 2000, and our friends in 
France cannot hold back on anything we ask from them in the future." 


M Yvon Bourges, the French defense minister, came to Riyadh with the dele- 

gation accompanying him on a 2-day visit in response to an invitation from 

His Royal Highness Prince Sultan ibn ‘Abd-al-‘Aziz, the minister of defense 
and aviation. 


His highness met the French minister on his arrival at Riyadh airport. 
Also greeting the French defense minister were Shaykh ‘Uthman al-Hamid, 
undersecretary of defense for civil aviation affairs, Staff Lt Gen 
Muhammad ibn Salih al-Hammad, chief of the general staff, Shaykh Jamil 
al-Hujaylan, the kingdom's ambassador to France, and Mr Michel Dourmitz, 
French ambassador to the kingdom. 


The discussions between His Highness Prince Sultan ibn ‘Abd-al-‘'Aziz and 
M Yvon Bourges will deal with a number of issues which enter into the con- 
text of military cooperation between the kingdom and France.

VARIOUS DOMESTIC GRAIN, SILO PROJECTS REVIEWED 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 12 May 80 p 4 
/Article by ‘Abd-al Muhsin al-Dawud: “Agricultural Production Starts Here"'/ 


/Text/ Concern with industry has started to take a successful tack; ef- 
forte have been oriented toward the use and processing of agricultural 
products available in various areas of the kingdom. The first and biggest 
agricultural processing project is embodied in the grain silos and flour 
mille which receive local wheat purchased from farmers at attractive 
prices then take charge of storing and processing it. The grain and flour 
mille have not been restricted to just one plant; rather, these now exist 
in Riyadh, Jiddah, al-Dammam, and, soon, in Khamis Mushayt. 


The grain silos and flour mills buy wheat from farmers at specific seasons 
of the year. The Riyadh plant began receiving wheat on 31 March, purchas- 
ing it from farmers at an attractive incentive price, paying 3.5 riyals per 
kilogram of wheat. 


Therefore, farmers go to the silos in great concentration to sell their 
wheat output. Receipte at the Riyadh silo total 5,500 tons so far while 
last year in the same period the silos received 2,000 tons. This shows 
the extent of the increase in the farmers' receptiveness to produce wheat, 
as a result of the incentive prices the silos pay them. The silos accept 
all types of wheat, from (macibac) to arz and other types which can be 
milled. 


How te seat Ie an oaded 


Since the silos began receiving wheat, the farmers have hastened to the 
silo site on the al-Kharj Road to sell their wheat. During my visit to 
the silos | witnessed lines of dump trucks carrying wheat and waiting 
their turn to unload and saw how these trucks progress through a specific 
exact system from the hour of their arrival at the plant to their depart- 
ure from it. 
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As soon as the truck enters, it stops by the accountant for the filling 
out of special data and truck weighing, after it is confirmed that the 
farmer has one of the agricultural certificates given out by the agricult- 
ural departments which include data on the area cultivated and the volume 
and type of wheat produced. After that, he heads for the unloading center 
to wait his turn to unload. Before unloading, a specialist employee takes 
charge of taking samples of the wheat by means of a special instrument to 
determine the type of wheat and its grade of quality, as well as to measure 
the humidity. If the specialist employee finds insects or impurities, he 
will refuse to accept it, a» he also will if its barley content is high, 
so that that will not affect the storage equipment. If the humidity is in 
excess of 12 percent, the wheat will not be accepted either. After the 
fitness of the wheat is ascertained, it is unloaded in the unloading cent- 
er and the silo to which the wheat is to go is determined in the "control 
room’, This room contains modern equipment for the purpose of controlling 
all silos. 


After the vehicle is emptied, it is weighed while empty to determine the 
volume of wheat delivered. After that, the money is paid to the farmer 
according to the net wheat, devoid of impurities. 


50 to 100 Vehicles Daily 


I was amazed at the number of vehicles bringing wheat and turned to one of 
the officials in the silos to ask him the reasons for this concentration 
of vehicles. He said, "1 is a normal matter; we receive from 50 to 100 
trucks each day from 0700 ars to 1100 hours in the morning and we try 

as far as possible to have them all unloaded before 1100 hours because we 
do not accept any vehicle after that time." 


He added, "What mostly delays the unloading is some farmers' failure to 
understand our way of operating. We ask them to cooperate with us as we 
are exerting all the efforts we can to help the farmers. One of the most 
important things is for them to make certain that the wheat is clean and 
devoid of barley and other impurities so that that will not affect its 
suitability for payment." 


The Method of Silo Production 


I left our brother the official and continued my tour of the e’los. The 
grain silos are of two sections, one of concrete and the other of steel, 
all accommodating about 80,000 tons of grain. 


Before the wheat is milled, it is totally cleaned of the impurities adher- 
ing to it and other grains; it is then moistened until its humidity rises 
to 16 percent. This operation takes 16 to 24 hours, after which the wheat 
is milled by the most modern up to date milling equipment eh produces 
numerous types--powder flour, ordinary flour and wheat fi 
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In the Riyadh project there are now two flour mills producing 10,000 sacks 
daily, over a 24-hour period. Work is underway on construction of a third 
mill with a greater productive capacity, so that daily output may be in- 
creased, reaching 16,000 45-kilogram sacks per day. The silos’ output is 
not restricted to flour alone. There is also a forage plant which can pro- 
duce 60 of the different fodder components which can be processed; these 
are derived from 14 basic fodder types. The types of fodder differ accord- 
ing to differences in the desired objective, be it to yield milk, fatten 
livestock, or feed horses, poultry, chicks or fowl. The production capac- 
ity of the fodder plant, as far as fodder goes, now totals about 160 to 
200 tons every 16 hours. The plant operates on two shifts per day to meet 
the increasing demand for fodder. 


The government pays subsidies of 50 percent for fodder so that the fodder 
plants can sell it to the citizens at moderate prices. 


A Meeting with an Official 


After I finished my tour of the Riyadh silo and grain project and saw how 
the wheat is received and stored then processed and sold, I directed my- 
self toward the project manager, Mr Ibrahim Najm al-Hizam, who has taken 

a number of specialized courses in wheat storage and processing in some 
European countries and America. He said "The essential goal in construct- 
ing this project and other similar ones in al-Qusaym, al-Dammam and Jiddah 
is to encourage farming in the kingdom, especially grain, in view of its 
great importance and the presence of a suitable climate for farming it." 
When I asked him if the kingdom's output of wheat was sufficient for local 
consumption, he said, "Local wheat output is not enough for consumption 
and there are certain types of wheat which do not exist in our farms. 
Therefore, we import amounts of wheat from Australia; these quantities 
reach us directly in Riyadh through the railway, which is connected direct- 
ly to the project through al-Skarj, and are then stored in the Riyadh 
silos then mixed with the domestic wheat, and different types of flour and 
fodder are processed."' On the plant's productive capacity, the plant man- 
ager said, "The cement and steel silos are adequate for storing 80,000 
tons, and this quantity is sufficient for the mills’ consumption for a 
6-month period. The mills grind 450 tons of flour wheat, or a rate of 
10,000 sacks per day weighing 45 kilograms each, in addition to 100 tons 
of bran, or 2,500 40-kilogram sacks. The fodder plant produces 100 tons, 
which can be increased to 300 tons of various types of fodder per day." 
Regarding wheat production and distribution, he said, ‘We have two methods 
of distribution. The first is to distribute the flowing flour packed not 
into sacks but into big vehicles which take charge of transporting it to 
the big bakeries for storage in special places. One of the benefits of 
this system is that its costs are less than those of storage in sacks, it 
is easy to keep it and it does not tie down a large area. The second 
method is to package it in ordinary sacks, and experience has proved that 
this local flour is much better than imported flour--in addition, it is 
distinguished by another characteristic, which is that it is fresh." On

the possibility for expanding the silos, he said "The silos are now ade- 
quate for wheat storage; the al-Qusaym silos accept wheat and take charge 
of storing it with a capacity of just 20,000 tons, so it is sent to the 
Riyadh project for milling." 


An Idea of Other Silo Projects 


One of the reasons for the success of the General Grain Silo and Flour 
Mill Organization plans has been the fact that it started with a strong, 
intensified beginning and directly established projects in Riyadh, al- 
Dammam and al-Qusaym, then Jiddah, and finally, now, Khamis Mushayt. It 
was provided with all the means to help make it a success and keep it go- 
ing at high capability. For example, the opportunity has been provided 
for many young Saudis to receive intensified courses in wheat production 
and marketing and modes of wheat processing, and it has sought the help 
of many foreign experts in order to draw up strategic plans for the organ- 
ization's projects and policy. In addition, it has established its pro- 
jects with the most modern technological equipment available. 


If we cast a glance at other grain silo and flour mill projects, we will 
find that the al-Dammam project corresponds to that in Riyadh from the 
standpoint of storage and production volume and that it is connected to 
the Riyadh project by a railway through which the grain and products are 
conveyed in special cars each with the capacity to carry a cargo of 64 
tons. These can transport the deadweight capacity of about 20 cars per 
day. 


The al-Qusaym project silos have the capacity to store 20,000 tons of 
grain;" they have a storehouse for storing grain packaged in sacks after 
cleaning and a station for loading cleaned wheat onto trucks. 


The Jiddah project is considered one of the largest, since the silos exist- 
ing there are large enough to store 120,000 tons of grain and the mills 
grind 1,080 tons of wheat, that is, 20,000 bags of flour, in addition to 
200 tons, or 5,000 sacks, of bran per day. 


The project also contains a fodder plant which produces 100 tons, which 
can be increased to 300 tons, of various types of fodder per day, and 
another plant for cleaning wheat and packaging it in bags, producing 360 
bags, weighing 50 kilograms each, per hour. The Khamis Mushayt project, 
which will begin receiving and milling wheat soon, consists of a station 
for receiving flowing wheat which unloads four trucks simultaneously, with 
an unloading capacity of 200 tons per hour, silos with a capacity to store 
from 20,000 to 40,000 tons, a project for storing bagged wheat after it 
has been cleaned, and a station for loading cleaned wheat «©.o trucks. 

In concluding this investigation, through which I have review.d the great- 
est industrial projects which rely on agriculture, 1 hope that this success 
in wheat processing will be followed by other successes in increasing tie 
amounts of wheat grown in our farms, as well as concern for increasing 
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wheat types and cultivating the highest quality types, because we are in 
great need of this type of project and this variety of cultivation. Wheat 
is an integrative food. Directing and encouraging farmers to cultivate 
types of this sort which are of benefit first to them and second to the 
citizens will depend on the efforts of the Ministry of Agriculture. 


There is another point, which is that as long as this project has succeeded 
in this fashion, why don't we embrace other large industrial projects, re- 
lying on agriculture in the first place because the success of this type 

of project will be assured? The hopes that we will witness cooperation 
between the entities concerned to construct new agricultural processing 
projects are great.

"ASIR FARMING, WATER PROJECTS REVIEWED 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 8 May 80 p 4

the ‘Asir Region"/ 


/Text/ The Ministry of Agriculture and Water is carrying out numerous pro- 
jects in the ‘Asir region which are aimed at developing the area, advanc- 
ing it and increasing water sources to expand the area farmed. Perhaps 

one of the most important of these projects is the construction of dams 

and water barriers to make use of the watercourses which exist in abundance 
in the region. 


His excellency the minister of agriculture, Dr ‘Abd-al-Rahman Aal al- 
Shaykh, talked about the ministry's projects in the ‘Asir area and also 
about his visit to the area, stating: 


"My visit to the area is part of a series of field visits I make from time 
to time to agricultural areas to see them, look after them in their actual 
state, and meet with officials. I met in the ‘Asir region with his high- 
ness Prince Khalid al-Faysal, the governor of the area, and we talked 
about many matters which are of concern to the area in the agricultural 
field and the field of water. 


"I also made an inspection tour «f the ministry's projects, among them 
the water purification plant in the national park at ‘Asir, one of the 
projects we are proud and honored by. 


"The national park is in fact one of the things which gladdens the min- 
istry and in which it takes pride. Work in it is as it should be and will 
be completed in the pilgrimage month, God willing, after it is finished. 
Its area is very great, 4 million square meters, which is, as I believe, 

a great, vast area, as great as many of the greatest parks I have seen in 
European countries and America. Naturally, the important point is not 

the size as much as it is the way it is used and what its yield is for 
citizens not just in the ‘Asir area but also Saudi citizens in all places 
of the kingdom who come to this mountainous area to visit from time to 
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time.” he excellency went on to say, “As | pointed out, the project te 
an honer, and one of ite distinguishing features ie that it was construct:

Regarding the we er proje' ~ the solutions adopted to solve the drink:

"The minietry ie Crying to create water sources for the region, but these 
are Comporary solutions. Among them are welle drilled in Wadi Hajla, but 
these are related to « previous period, 1974. Now the latention with 
these ie to solve certain temporary shortages. These are surface wells, 
and @ | the thought of deepening them has limite. However, the welle for 
which arilling and enlarging activities have been awarded in Wadi Bishah 
have good, excellent output; I beliewe that they will supply Abha and 
Khamis Mushayt with substantial quantities of water in addition to the 
water be.ng pumped in Abha, which collects behind the Wadi Abhea dam after 
being purified and pumped. However, the project which ie to be depended 
on ie the desalination project. 


"This project is situated in ‘Urf. It has been established and the neces- 
sary studies have been performed on the site. I would like to direct the 
good mewe to the citizens that the desalination board has agreed this year 
to include thie project in ite budget, which will be issued at the outeet 
of the budget in May. When the project costs are authorized, the organi- 
sation will start the study and design at the same time and the construc- 
tion will be carried out.” Hise excellency went on to say, “The station in 
reality ie large and good and will supply the whole area of ‘Asir, Abha, 
al-Kheamis and the area around that with abundant quantities of water and 
abundant quantities of electricity. However, the basic goal is to supply 
it with good amounts, abundant amounts and good types of water. Ite 
volume, according to the preliminary study, will be approximately 50 mil- 
lion gallons per day.” 


He added, "We hope that if it is authorized in thie oudget the study and 
design will take place in « short period and « start will iamediately be 
made on construction. Normally, projects of thie sort take 2 to 3 years. 


"Water will be pumped through pipelines from the Tihamah area to the ‘Asir 
area in the mountainous region above Tihamah, and I imagine that this pro- 
ject, in epite of the difficulty of the location, will not take more than 
5 or 4 years, God willing. The important thing is to start on it, which 
is what we hope for and are striving toward. His majesty the king and his 
highness the crown prince are anxious that this major vital resource be 
built for the people of this beloved ares.” 


On che possibility of using raiqwater by building dame in the area's water- 


courses to retain it, his excellency the minister of agriculture said, 
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"Ae we know, the mialetry has been working on the dame now a8 part of ite 
previous plan. The minietry will etart to give thie region actual pricr: 
ity in constructing the dams, and I hope, God willing, that thie plea, 
which will begin in « brief peried, will be part of the ministry's plane 
to construct 4 group of dame and water barriers, even if they are not 
large ones in the Abha area, a8 the dame we are orienting toward are emai! 
and the water barriers which retain water in the watercourses ita thie 
region are spread out. The ministry hase studies and designe ready for a 
large oumber of dame for the region; Ged willing, when the sums are author: 
ised the minietry will begin to carry them out. 


"On the way in which the agricultural areas have been used for « periad, 
the Jizan area has become the most prolific agricultural area in produc: 
tion in the kingdom, especially now that the irrigation project has been 
completed; vie thie, after the dam, tremendous areas of land have been ir- 
rigeted and 4 start hes now been made on farming them, in addition to the 
farming areas which existed previously, to which water has aleo started 
arriving in 4 good or,anized manner. Farming has spread out and agricul: 
tural products are available in all seasons; in reality, it is now « major 
source for certain agricultural products for the kingdom. It is sending 
vegetables, grain and the like to Riyadh. The same is aleo true of Najran; 
the fact ie that agricultural activity there will be proceeding full tilt-- 
ae long as the intent existe and there is determination to continue devel- 
oping this sector concerned : ith agriculture with support and backing from 
the government and the Ministry of Agriculture. 


“Agricultural activity will proceed from good to better; all signe indicate 
that we are on the right track and that agriculture will aseume ite naturel 
role among sectors of the economy in the kingdom. It has actually started 
to aseume ite role in « sound manner." His excellency talked about agri- 


cultural processing, stating, 


"In fact, agricultural processing is relied on in processing the dairy pro- 
ducts distributed over all areas of the kingdom, as it is in the date pro- 
cessing plants. As for fruit and vegetables, these will come at « later 
stage and I imagine that use will be made of agricultural processing in 
greater form vie the development of agricultural marketing, which ie what 
the agricultural sector has started to pay attention to, under guidance 
and support from the Ministry of Agriculture and through the development 
of agriculture in the rural areas and ite reflection on development of the 
environment, the economy and society. This is our hope, and, in fact, I 
am very gled that the coming plan has given good support and emphasis to 
the agricultural sector. It will, with God's permission, provide excellent 
yield; thie is one of the things which heave been relied on in the plan-- 
development of the agricultural sector in « good manner.” 


In addition, his excellency the minister read reports on the operations of 
the Ministry of Agriculture project in ‘Asir, which consists of 20 branches 
connected to the department in Abha. These reports contained the oumber 
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of villages and agricultural properties, their areas in donume, guidance 
and preventive services, production, woode, fruit seedlings, animal re- 
source and production services, and water projects and services, The moet 
isportent of the latter are the preliminary etudy of the 45 dame, whose 
conclusions were positive, « geological etudy of the sites of 22 of the 
dame, and preparation of final designe for 12 sites. The Wadi Serum Dam 
in Qahten and the Sarah ‘Ubaydah Dam have been built. One of the most im 
portant projects in the region currently ie the award of 35 projects for 
drinking water eyetem in the area, allocation of credite for 12 projects, 
the etudy of eight other projects, and the rental of 67 projects to pro- 
vide drinking water, in addition to the construction of 102 hand- operated 
welle. Among Che most iaportant projects which have been constructed in 
the area are the Wadi Abhea Dam, the water system and water project in 
Hajlea, the agriculturel and fruit production ieprovement projects, the im 
provement of woods and pastures, honey production and the national park. 
These projects cost 464.6 million riyale; as @ consequence of them, fare 
area and production have expanded and foreign fruit have been introduced 
and exploited in an advanced manner which hase helped revive the agricultur- 
al and financial sector in the region.

President of Sudan Ja'fer Numayri may start a series of Arab visite 

aimed at seeking closer agreement on a unified Arab strategy. The 
Sudanese official, in an interview with ‘UKAZ' published today, said that 
the fulcrum of Sudan's relations with the Arab and Islamic countries was 
the spirit of fraternity, joint destiny and Arab-Islamic solidarity. He 
added that Sudan will alwaye be in favor of Arab unanimity and will do 
all it can to unify ranks, with the aim of serving the Arab cause. 

General ‘Abd al-Majid Khalil emphasized Sudan's role in strengthening 

and backing Arab-African relations and the role which the Arab countries 
could play via Sudan to strengthen these relations in the interests of 
both sides. The Sudanese first vice president stressed that his country 
was against military bases and facilities and that such bases and facilities 
must not be granted to the major powers because of Sudan's belief in the 
necessity [of] keeping this region free from international conflicts which 
can only lead to destruction and devastation. He also stressed Sudan's 
stand vis-a-vis the fraternal Afghan people, the stand based on condemna- 
tion of the Soviet invasion of Afghan territory. In this connection he 
pointed out that Sudan led the countries which boycotted the Moscow 
Olympics and froze its relations with the new regime in Kabul and prevented 
its new ambassador from presenting his credentials to the authorities in 
Kabul.

FIRST QUARTER EXPENDITURES ON PROJECTS DRIALLED 
Abu Dhabi AL-WAHDAH in Arabic 10 May 80 p 3 
[Article: "Ministry of Planning First Quarter Expenditure Report] 


[Text] The Administration for Annual Programa and Follow-Up of the ministry 
of planning has issued ite first quarter report for 1980. The report, which 
details total spending and gives a breakdown of implemented programs, shows 
a significant increase in spending over the corresponding period a year ago. 
The reason for the increase is that this year's budget was 479 million 
dirhams higher than the 1979 budget. Of this amount, 200 million dirhams 
have, for the first time, been set aside for housing loans. In addition, 
this year's budget included an allocation for the construction of buildings 
outside the country. This allocation was included somewhere -else in last 
year's budget. Another explanation for this quarter's higher expenditures 
is that this year's budget contained allocations for programs administered 
by the ministry itself. 


This year's programs were different from those of past years. For one 
thing, they were selected on a basis of need and urgency, as well as on a 
more accurately defined direction for economic growth. Furthermore, 
special attention was given to the ministries’ ability to implement the 
programs and to avoid duplication. 


It is evident from the report that prior, incomplete programs had been 

given top priority. Other programs receiving high priority in this year's 
budget are those whose aim is to improve the quality of life and raise the 
standard of living. They include water, electric service, and agriculture. 


Referring to the late adoption of the budget, the report paints a clear 
picture of the effects of such a delay. It blames delays in the imple- 
mentation of ongoing projects and the start of new ones on failure to 
adopt the budget on time. As evidence for this contention, the report 
underscores the fact that the bulk of the expenditures were for programs 
already begun and that none were for new ones. 


In another part, the report credits the Ministries of Education, Communica- 
tions, Public Works, and Health with having implemented the largest number 
of their programs. 
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The report pute the total coat of the UAL'a 1980 investment program at 
7.2297 billion dirhams, of which 6.0193 billion is for completing old 
programa and the remaining 1.2104 billion for new programa. The breakdown 
by program is aa followa: 


1. Minietry of Public Works 


— For completion of old programa: 4.8047 billion dirhame 
— For new programs: 633.1 million dirham 


2. Other Ministries 


--For completion of old programs: 1.2145 billion dirham 
— For new programs: 577.4 million dirham 


The toal estimated cost of this year's projects is 1.903 billion dirhams, 
of which 1.3524 billion ia for completion of old projects, and 550.6 
million for new ones, distributed as follows: 


3. A) Ministry of Public Works 


--For completion of old programs: 860.1 million dirhams 
— For new programs: 386.3 million dirham 


B) Other Ministries 


--For completion of old programs: 492.3 million dirhams 
— For new programs: 164.3 million dirhams 


It is to be noted here that allocations for this year are 749 million 
dirhams higher than the corresponding figures for 1979. Of this increase, 
200 million dirhams are earmarked for housing loans, and 75 million for 
construction of buildings outside the country. The latter item tradition- 
ally appeared in the Ministry of Finance's budget. (As a fixed investment 
item, it was listed under the category of fixed investments in this year's 
budget.) 


It is also noted that certain budget items appear for the first time. These 
include a 5 million dirham allocation in the Ministry of Education's budpet 
for the purchase and assembly of pre-fabricated housing units for use in 
remote areas of the country. A similar allocation in the same amount has 
been earmarked for the construction of a garage [parking lot] for the 
Protocol Officer. An additional 30.7 million dirhams have been set aside 
for the Abu Dhabi Police Department, following its absorption in the 
union's [UAE] reorganized ministerial structure. The balance of the in- 
crease has been earmarked for completion of old projects and for new pro- 
grams selected on the basis of actual need. One part of this balance will 
be used to finance ongoing programs. The amount allocated for this purpose 
is commensurate with the estimated schedule of implementation for 1980. 
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Allocation's for this year's programs have been made on the basis of the 
following considerations: 


le--The ability of the various ministries to implement, gauged by the 
availability of technical and material resources; 


2=-Urgency, particularly in the northern emirates; 


}--The general direction of the economic development program [ae defined 
by the authorities); 


4~-The need to avoid repetition of [similar] projects; 


S=-The necessity of nurturing economic and social development both locally 
and regionally; 


6--The importance of keeping the programa within the framework of the 
economic development plan to be implemented in the next few years; 


7--Giving existing programs and those begun in previous years the lion's 
share of the budget, and in 4 manner commensurate with their ability to 
perform as well as with their actual performance; 


8--Giving top priority to electric and water projects, as well as to agri- 
culture. 


Following is a comparison between expenditures and implementation for this 
quarter with the corresponding quarter in 1979. 


l--The Ministry of public works expenditures on implemented projects during 
the first quarter of 1979 totalled 74.7 million dirhams, approximately 

10 percent of its budget allocations. The figure for the first quarter 

of this year is 124.9 million dirhams, 12 percent of the total budget, and 
an increase of 50.2 million dirhams. 


Here we must point out that the increase in implemented projects is 
attributable to a more active effort and follow-up by the Ministry of Public 
Works and Housing, which is working more aggressively to fulfill its goals 
for 1980. 


2--The other ministries in the first quarter of 1979 spent 13.8 million 
dirhams on their assigned projects, which is an average of 4 percent of 
their respective budgets. The corresponding figure for the same period 

this year is 27.7 million dirhams, again an average of 4 percent of their 
budgets, but an increase of 13.9 million dirhams over last year. Although 
in terms of percentage the figures are identical, it must be pointed out 
that implementation of this year's program began in February. Furthermore, 
since most of these projects are either new or continuing, the second 
quarter figures will show significant increases. This conclusion is 
supported by field reports from regional offices to the Ministry of Planning. 





Expenditures on project implementatio during the firat quarter of this 
year stand for 152.1 million dirhama © the total figure allocated for 

the projects. This figure includes expenditures for agricultural subsidies 
and loans and excludes the actual expenditures for housing loans. We have 
already ignored the 200 million dirhams budgeted for housing loans in 
computing the total expenditures of this year's investment program in re- 
lation to the total budgeted for the program. 


It will be noted that all expenditures and implementation efforts were 
focused on ongoing programa requiring completion. 


Because the [UAE's] unified budget was not approved till after March of 
this year, there was no actual spending or progress on new projects. The 
result was that preparations could not be made in time for bidding, selec- 
tion [of contractors], and execution. 


The preceding figures show clearly that performance for the first quarter 
of this year did not exceed © percent of the targeted figure--a very signifi- 
cant drop. 


It will be noted also that while the Ministry of Public Works and Housing 
spent 124.9 million dirhams, the other ministries spent less than 27.7 
million dirhams.

dirham budget. The Ministry of Information spent only 7.1 million dirhams, 
The Ministry of the Interior spent 6.6 million dirhams. The Internal Security 
Administration spent 6.7 million dirhams. The average for all these is 4 
percent of the total allocated.

MAJOR PETROLEUM INDUSTRY CENTER PLANNED FOR RUWAYS 
Abu Dhabi AL-ITTIHAD in Arabic 28 Apr 80 p 3

to the Largest Petroleum Industrial Complex in the Gulf Region") 


[Text] Planning and research for the large project went on quietly. Abu 
Dhabi's National Petroleum Company was put in charge of eupervision and 
construction. His Highness Sultan ibn Surur al-Dhahiri, Deputy Governor 
of al-Dhanna Mount region, offered his cooperation. Scientific studies 
showed that the location chosen for the complex by His Highness the 
President [Zayid bin Sultan Al-Nahayan] was suitable for several reasons. 
In particular, it is close to Abu Dhabi's land oil and gas fields and 
adjacent to a section of the Gulf that enjoys partial natural protection 
and has relatively deep water. 


The director general of Abu Dhabi's National Petroleum Company, Dr Mahmud 
Karruha, has this to say about the future complex: "The industrial complex 
will take 12 years to complete. The company's fields will be the principle 
source of its hydrocarbon raw materials. The Ruways complex will produce 
liquefied natural gas, fertilizers, and other products to cover the needs 
of the local market. The raw material for this operation will be natural 
gas, a by-product of the oil industry that is now disposed of by burning. 
In addition, we will build the largest [Gulf] station for loading and 
exporting crude oil from the land fields of the Mount Channa region. The 
daily output of this region is 1.2 million barrels. Forty oil tankers 

per month will carry Abu Dhabi's crude oil from this station to various 
parts of the world." 


Dr Karruha added: “By the beginning of next year, the [new] refinery will 
be producing 120,000 barrels per day. In March the production of lLiquified 
natural gas and the processing of other crude oil derivatives will begin." 


These vital projects will require the construction of housing facilities. 
The first phase of this operation will involve 1,000 housing units. The 
housing complex will be provided with basic services, shopping centers, 

a hospital, a sports field, a police station, as well as other necessities. 
A new Ramada Inn has already been built in the area. 








In addition, a consortium of companies consisting of Adnuck, a French 
company [no name given] and Shell are building faciliries in the desert 
outside Ruways for collecting and pumping the natural gas released in the 
oil fields. After treatment, the gas will be used as fuel in the Ruways 
industrial complex. 


Engineering studies and plans are now being prepared for the second stage 
of the project. These include plans for a fertilizer plant which will 
produce 1,000 metric tons of ammonia and 1,500 metric tons of urea per 
day. Some of these products will be used for local agriculture and the 
surplus will be exported. A 90—megawatt electric generating station will 
be built to power these plants. 


Another major component of the second stage of the industrial complex will 
involve the construction of a two-sided loading dock to increase the loading 
capacity and speel up the export of crude oil. The seocnd stage will also 
witness the construction of an additional 1,000 housing units. These, too, 
will be supplied with basic services. 


Since the industrial complex will require maintenance services, it has been 
decided to establish a series of light industries to serve this purpose. 
Furthermore, in order to realize the long-range objectives of the complex 
as envisioned by Shaykh Zayid, [oil] experts are now concentrating on 
increasing the refinery's capacity to 120,000 barrels per day and the 
addition of facilities to increase the gasoline, diesel, and fertilizer 
output after 1984. The experts are also laying plans for a number of other 
industries, including a liquified natural gas plant, an iron and steel 
foundry, and a large petrochemical complex. 


In view of the President's determination to do everything possible to 
derive maximum use from the country's natural resources such as natural 
gas and oil, and despite the major effect of the past 12 years for 
utilizing the country's oil fields in Bu Hasa, Asab, Bab and Sahil, which 
have a combined output of 985,000 barrels per day, large amounts of natural 
gas are still wastefully disposed of by burning. At the beginning of 1977 
the Gasco project was begun to put an end to this wasteful practice. The 
project's goal is to collect the natural gas released in the oil fields, 
pump it to the Ruways region, and convert it to liquified natural gas, 
propane, butane, pentane and other products for export. The liquefied 
natural gas plant will begin operations next May. Assuming the plant is 
operated at 100 percent capacity for 330 days per year, its estimated 
annual output is pegged at 1.225 million tons of propane, 1.411 million 
tons of butane, and 2.130 million tons of gasoline. 


The refinery will occupy 240 hectares of land and extend a distance of 2 
kilometers along the waterfront. It will have eight times the capacity of 
the Umm al-Nar refinery. Its 120,000 barrel daily output will represent 

6 percent of the UAE's total daily production of crude oil. The Ruways 
refinery will become the hub of a population center provided with drinking 
water, electricity, transportation, communication and shopping facilities, 
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as well as with sewer, health, police and other essential services. It 

will also have its own customs and tax offices, a maintenance center and 
public employment agency. More than 10,000 people are expected to work 

and Live in the area, 


The bulk of the refinery's products will be marketed locally, and the surplus 
is slated for export. Annual production will consist of 560,000 tons of 
premium gasoline, 300,000 tons of regular gasoline, 800,000 tons of jet 

fuel, 1,600 tons of diesel fuel, 95,000 tons of naphtha, 120,000 tons of 
liquified natural gas, and 1,600 tons of fuel oil. These products will be 
shipped by land and sea to all parts of the country. 


To supply the area's electrical and water needs, a 90-megawatt electric 
generating plant, a sea water desalinization plant rated at 20,000 cubic 
meters per day, and a 96 cubic meter per hour water pumping plant will be 
built. New roads, shore installations and communication facilities to 

handle wire and wireless communications will also be built. In addition, 
landing facilities for vertical takeoff aircraft [most probably, helicopters], 
a 8,000 person capacity mosque, and police facilities will be erected. 


Research on the possible use of solar and wind energy for water desalina- 
zation and salt production will continue. Current research also extends 
to artificial fisheries, desert reclamation, artesian wells, and sewage 
treatment for fertilizer production. The thrust of the entire effort is 
to make Ruways a petrochemical center. 


There remains, however, an important question: "Is the country prepared 
to train native workers to handle a vital project of this magnitude, or 

will it rely on foreign workers?" This question merits careful answers 

by government officials.

/Text/ The basic problem the Yemen Arab Republic is suffering from in 
the field of economic and social development may be summarized as that of 
preparing different types of technically-qualified manpower in sufficient 
numbers, and at the proper time and place, to meet the requirements of de- 
velopment plans and economic and social activities. 


There is no doubt that: 


The cultural and technical levele of the country's manpower are inadequate 
to respond to the levels of modern technological development. 


There is an inadequate connection between the educational system and train- 
ing policy on the one hand and the requirements of economic and social de- 
velopment on all levels and different types of manpower on the other. 


It is essential that the workforce be constantly renovated. Productive 
competence must be achieved and the workforce must be productively employed. 


All this has made it necessary to rely on the system of manpower planning 
and set out designs and plans to outline the future course for suitable de- 
velopment and the full optimum use of human resources in the light of the 
development strategy of the country. 


We have devoted utmost attention to the problem of manpower, have gone 
deeply into a detailed study of it, have conducted precise calculations 

of the requirements of development plans and the requirements for develop- 
ing and supporting existing organizations, have defined these requirements 
in accordance with all aspects down to the emallest production unit, have 
estimated the requirements of the cooperative, mixed and private sectors, 
have been able to determine these requirements in the context of all the 
prominent crafts we will need on every skill level, have concentrated in 
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particular on defining our requirements for high skill levels in which we 
muet import foreign skilled craftemen and experts, and have distinguished 
between the experts who are at a high, scarce level and the qualified per- 
sons we must import to replace the Yemeni workforce who will be available 
to us in adequate numbers, according to various ekills. 


In the light of our decermination of our workforce requirements in terme 
of numbers, the main features of training and accreditation requiremente, 
both domestically and abroad, have become precisely clear to us, accord- 
ing to each requisite area of specialization. 


We have also ascertained the numbers of people we cannot provide or ac- 
credit through our intrinsic efforts by extending the efforts we can make 
in thie sphere. Thue we have determined the deficit we will be facing in 
the plan period. 


Ascertaining thie deficit in terms of numbers and by area of specializa- 
tion will make it easy for us, and our brothers and friends who are giving 
us the wherewithal for technical cooperation, to determine the mode and 
method for providing use with technical aid. 


Problems of Manpower Planning 


The attainment of full optimum employment of the manpower available in the 
country is to be considered one of the main objectives of economic and 
social development in the country. 


In order to attain this objective, one must strive to remedy a number of 
problems facing the manpower planning process. The most important of 
these are: 


The lack of correspondence between available job opportunities and the 
manpower classes in supply. Thies ie manifested by: 


A deficit in the manpower personnel necessary to perform « specific amount 
of work in a specific tim. 


A scarcity of the skille required to meet development requirements. 


A deficiency in providing skilled manpower at the same time the need for 
it is arising. 


A deficiency in training activity in responding to the appropriate train- 
ing requirements. 


A failure to link admissions and graduation policy in educational and 
training organizations to economic and social development requirements. 
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The maldistribution of manpower, especially such specialists as doctors 
and engineers, among regions and economic sectors. 


Incoup lete employment of manpower, especially in the agricultural sector, 
and open and disguised unemployment. 


The emigration of educated persons and people with vocational qualifica- 
tions because of enticementse and incentives and the low level of the buy- 


ing power of wages and salaries. 


Internal migration from the rural areas to towns, which is concentrated in 
the service and retail sectors in a manner which aggravates the disguised 
unemployment crisis in the towns. 


The high level of labor turnover in productive organizations, especially 
as regards direct production workers, and the high rate of absenteeisn. 


The failure to link wages to production and productivity. 


The Lack of organizational manpower structures in accordance with which 
job assignments can be made in organizations and departmente. 


The deficiency of the leading edministrative, economic and technical 
agencies. 


The decline in productivity of the worker. 
The Goale of the Plan for the Workforce 


The achievement of full absorption of the manpower surplus and elimination 
of open and disguised unemployment and incomplete employment so that the 
number of employees will increase by « totel rate of 6.7 percent in the 
1976/77-1980/861 period--that ie, at ean average annual rate of 1.7 percent. 


The achievement of optimum geographic distribution of the workforce, 
especially as regards new waves entering the labor warket for the first 
time, in accordance with the rational settlement of development projects 
and an incentive system for remote and difficult areas. 


Attracting women to work and participate in the workforce at increasing 
rates and opening the way for them to acquire essential skills. 


Linking the policy of admissions, graduation and curricula in educational 
and training institutions with the requirements of development plans eu 
the requirements of production and administrations. 


Developing the structural composition of the country so that the percent- 


age of specialists and technicians possessing university and intermediate 
degrees of the total workforce will increase. 
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Relying on Arab and foreign experte to boleter the development process in 
the short and medium range. 


Dietribution of the Workforce by Rconomic Activity in the Base Year ond

and inferences, has been estimated at about 1,166,000. Thies will increase 
in the plan years by about 101,000; thue the number of employees will rise 
in the fifth year to 1,267,000 /article is supposed to be continued on 
next page but what ie actually on next page ie the following/. 


The Lack of Correspondence between Workers and Lebor 


Western and Eastern Burope are suffering from « lack of correspondence be. 
tween workers and jobs. It is true that the economic and social systems 
in thie divided continent differ, but, in both parte of Europe, vacant jobs 
remain which are not being filled and high-priced equipment is not being 
operated. Meanwhile, economic development is limited and unemployment is 
widespread, while at the same time there are jobs begging for workers, 
throughout Western European countries with a free economy. 


Countries in Eastern Burope with guided economies are experiencing « short- 
age in workers while many workers find themselves holding jobs which can 
be dispensed with or on jobs with low output. In either case the answer 
to the problem is roughly the seme: greater flexibility in change, «4 more 
importent role for the labor market, and prior aid in adjusting instead of 
resistence to adjustment which is widespread at present. 


Thies appeal is contained in the major report presented by the director 
general of the International Labor Organization, Francie Blanchard, to the 
third conference of the organization for the European region. 


The report analyzes what is considered an increasing lack of balance be- 
tween the requirements of the employment market and the availability of 
work possessing high benefits in thie continent. 


The Other Side of Job Guarantees 


During recent years, oumerous traditional jobs in Europe have become sur- 
plus because of technological advancement and competing imports. 


Now, it is to be expected that change will continue because of the diffi- 
culty the energy crisis has created for “normal” innovative tendencies; 
it is aleo to be expected that there will be an increase in iaports from 
developing countries which it has been possible to alleviate through in- 
creased exports to those countries. 
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In principle, all workers and managers whose labor is affected by change 
in all areas of Europe must wove to new jobs with higher production and 
wages; however, that ie not occurring sufficiently, and the main reason 
for thie, as Mr Blanchard says, Lies in the Buropean workers’ success in 
obtaining job guarantees and the protection of workers against dismissal 
for economic cuase. 


i» guided economic systems, the constitutional right to work and the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining diemiseale have created a situation where departments, 
in the light of the retention of workers they can do without, prefer to 
bear the burden of employing them. This tendency to retain dispensable 
manpower is strengthened because of an absence of competition among organ- 
izations and a need for financial self-sufficiency. 


The delicate organization of international trade does not address itself 
to the subject of the substitution of local producte by other types and 
resulting dieruptions in the workforce. As a result of this, in the Soviet 
Union, for example, just 10 to 20 percent of the workers whose jobs have 
been replaced by technological change have actually been terminated. 


There ie a tremendous shortage of job opportunities in the third world; at 
the same time developing countries are suffering from a severe shortage in 
housing, roade, schools and hospitals. In spite of that, the construction 
industry--the logical source for eliminating both problems--takes second 
place in development planning, according to a study published recently in 
INTERNATIONAL LABOR REVIEW. 


The researcher Geoff Edmonds, who prepared this study, shows that in order 
for us to be able to meet current and future needs, it is necessary that 
the construction of housing in developing countries advance at a rate of 
10 housing unite per 1,000 citizens per year. 


The fact of the matter is that the least developed countries can rarely 
build one housing unit per 1,000 citizens. 


Countries in the middle income category (where per capita income is $500 
to $999) are recording « rate of less than five units per 1,000. 


In addition to that, the value added to national product by the building 
industries sectors in 30 developing countries whose population totale 1.2 
billion came to $13.7 billion in 1974, while in the same year this value 
added in France, whose population totals 53 million, came to $12.4 billion. 


Money and Foreign Equipment 


Thies situation, which is fraught with contradictions, developed at the 
outset because a small number of large companies assumed charge of im le- 
menting the bulk of the construction projects. 
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Thie is usually done by foreign financing because small national companies 
encounter great difficulty in meeting administrative conditions and provid- 
ing the financial guarantees necessary to obtain contracts. 


In Kenya, for example, 154 out of 1,500 organizations registered perform 
80 percent of the construction jobs. 


In the United Republic of Cameroon, foreign companies were given 75 per- 
cent of the total construction jobs in the period 1974-75. In addition 
to that, these companies prefer mechanical methods and imported materials. 


The study shows that the volume of imported building materials used in all 
areas of Africa comes to 60 percent; in addition to that, the administra- 
tive forms and specifications are numerous. Moreover, the influence of 


foreign experts and engineers often prevents recourse to the labor inten- 
sive system. 


Ae a result of that, the possibilities of employment in the construction 
sector remain incompletely exploited. 
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FORMATION OF WORKERS' UNIONS PRESSED

of Workers’ Unions: A Democratic Step" 


/Text/ During our people's celebrations of workers' day, 1 May, we must 
pause to contemplate the importance of the world's celebration of this 
day. If we look back 14 centuries, we will find that Ielem extolled and 
still extole workers and urges the earning of one's sustenance through ef- 
fort and sweat. The holy prophet says that anyone who earns his subsistence 
and does not beg from people will not be tormented by almighty God on judg- 
ment day. ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab, msy almighty God be satisfied vith him, 
said, “May none of you desist from seeking sustenance when he says ‘God 
sustein we,’ and I have taught them that the sky does not rain gold or 
silver." All these lofty notions call for labor and stress the iaportance 
of developing the earth, whatever the occupation or labor which man per- 
forme might te. It was related of the prophet, on whom be God's prayers 
and blessings, that he said “The best of work is the most permanent, no 
matter how modest,"and of ‘Ali, may God make his face noble, that he said 
“Someone came to the prophet, on whom be God's prayers and peace, and said, 
"Prophet of God, what will relieve me of the need for learning?’ and he 
said ‘labor.'" 


On this occasion, ay attention has been drawn to what our brother the pres- 
ident said in the speech he delivered to the workers on the formation of 
their unions--also regarding the Yemeni Labor Lew, which has been concerned 
with reguleting lebor relations between employers and workers. This law 
must find ite way to application. The president has been asserting to 
workers the importance of their role in forming unions on bases of freedoe 
and democracy, in view of the fact that workers’ unions are «a phenomena of 
the modern ear which have been created for the purpose of defending the 
interests of their members, representing their crafts, and improving their 
conditions. In Article 131, the Yemeni Labor Lew refers to the basic 


goals, among the most important of which are: 
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1. Disseminating che spirit of cooperation and group action through mater- 
fal and cultural means which will have the effect of strengthening social 
relations and implanting them on the best of moral foundations. 


2. Regulating industrial and vocational relations among workers and em- 
ployers and among the workers themselves in a manner which will have the 
effect of raising the statue of workers economically and socially. 


3. Representing vorkers in all matters related to the job and so forth. 


4. Organizing training courses and classes which will ‘ead to the training 
of union leaders who are trained in the proper manner. 


5. Striving to increase and improve production and other objectives con- 
tained in Article 131. The law permits unions formed in accordance with 
this law to form a general federation which will look after their common 
interests and orient them in a unified manner to increase production and 
participate in production activities in accordance with its by-laws. 


This federation will have a juridical personality, the stipulations con- 
tained in thie law regarding the formation and dissolution of unions will 
apply to ite formation, it will have the rights of general unions, and it 
will have the duties these unions possess.

PLANS, METHODS FOR IMPROVING FARM OUTPUT DISCUSSED 
Sen'a' AL=THAWRAH in Arabic 8 May 80 P 5 


/article by Eng Muhammad Husayn Jaghman: “Agricultural Output in the 
Yemen Arab Republic and the Role of the Ministry of Agriculture"/ 


/Text/ Agriculture is considered one of the complex problems of the age 
today, since it is no longer as it was for centuries--a seed, a plot of 
land, water running for a while, and our forefathers harvesting the seeds, 
consuming what was to be consumed, and storing the rest in the granaries. 


The problem of the age did not encumber previous generations, since in 
those times their population was not a factor influencing the bounties 
the earth produced--rather, what was produced at that time covered con- 
sumption and was in excess of requirements. 


Life continued its natural course and the population of the earth mlti- 
plied millions of times over. After man had come to possess the freedom 
to choose the land he would farm, the beginning of the population increase 
started to orient itself toward less fertile land to cultivate, reclaim 
and farm so that man could provide food for his tribe and the people of 
his nation. This process took many long years of time. 


Throughout the years, people moved from the most fertile land to less 
fertile land in order to exploit all the land they possessed, and they 
came not to have the freedom to choose--rather, they had to reclaim, 
cultivate and farm in order to meet the commitments they had and provide 
grain and food for people and for the farm animals they owned. 


Mankind has passed through stages of development and the land no longer 
alone can meet people's requirements for food and clothing. Agricultural 
problems have proliferated, an industrial upsurge is occurring and many 
agricultural workers are turning toward industry for an income. Converse- 
ly, the absorption of agricultural goods is increasing and the buying 
power of the overwhelming majority is increasing. Thus agriculture, 
which in the past had been spared the problems of the era, came to a time 
when it was faced with these problems and the struggle between them 
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intensified. People did not stand bewildered with cheir hands tied in 
the face of this struggle--rather, they had to intervene in order to find 
a way out of these problems and a solution to all the obstacles in agri- 
culture's way. 


People no longer dealt with agriculture in the same sense in which their 
forefathers did and they did not look upon agriculture in the same way as 
their early forbears looked upon farm work. Agriculture was no longer as 
it had been understood in the past--grain, a plot of lend, a little water, 
a period of time, after which the crop would be harvested, what was to be 
consumed would be consumed, and the rest would be stored. 


This notion is no longer compatible with the age we are living in and with 
the millions of mouths seeking a piece of bread to fight hunger in many 
different countries--it is no longer even compatible with the luxury of 
life in the more advanced countries. 


Agriculture has come to cover many fields in the science of the modern age. 
Among these sciences are soil sciences, which classify the types of soil 
in accordance with their productive ability, their chemical and natural 
composition, their constitution, the degree to which they are suitable for 
the farming of field or garden crops, the reclamation they require, tne 
extent of their need for fertilizers, the extent of their permeability to 
water, their ability to retain moisture, and other detailed processes. 
Then there are the genetic sciences, which investigate the influence of 
genetic factors on increasing production or those responsible for produc- 
tion decline, eliminate undesirable genetic factors, cause the propagation 
of genetic factors which are responsible for high output, resist diseases 
in coming generations, create strains and classes with a high productive 
ability, and influence the mixing and rejecting power over the volume of 
the crop and the relationship between the inheritance of genetic factors 
which relatives convey to succeeding generations, and their effect on the 
level of production. 


Then there are the bacteriological and microbilogical sciences. These 
study minute organisms and ways to be followed to protect plants ageiust 
these organisms and protect agricultural resources from exposure diseaue 
from them. Much study and research is being made in this field. 


After that there come the chemical sciences, which deal with all aspects 
bearing on agriculture. They deal with the soil and soil analysis to de- 
termine the chemical composition and evaluate the beneficial or harmful 
food elements they contain and strive to eliminate the latter and ascer- 
tain the proportion and rates of chemical fertilizer to be added to vari- 
ous types of farmland aid the alluvial and colloidal materials they re- 
quire. This also enters into food sciences, estimation of the elements 
food commodities contain, discovery of foods, determination of the extent 
to which they are suitable for human use, and estimation of the propor- 
tion of food elements in animal fodder.

They also deal with the pesticides used in protecting plants from insect 
and disease pests in order to determine the appropriate proportions of 
toxins which will allow for pest resistance before these toxins can have 
a harmful effect on people, plants and animals, as well as determining the 
period in which their effects on the crop will remain and analyzing these 
pesticides to ascertain the degree of their fitness and effect. 


There are very many fields of agricultural science which have a direct re- 
lationship to agriculture and are firmly linked to agricultural produc- 
tion; this page is not large enough to mention them. 


Through this brief account, it is clear to us that agriculture in the era 
of progress, scientific reaurgence and modern technology in all fields dif- 
fers radically from the way it was in the past. It is a science, and it 

is related to engineering sciences founded on scientific bases and theories 
and applied and practical experiments. It includes many fields which have 
a relationship to agricultural production and development. 


From time to time we hear accusations from some people of the course the 
Ministry of Agriculture is following in order to raise, develop and improve 
agricultural output. I believe that this sort of conduct will not raise 
or increase the level of production or realize our aspirations or the goal 
we aspire to attain. Rather, it has the effect of restraining determina- 
tion, weakening concern and reducing the efforts sincerely and honestly 
execcted in this vital, important sector. Others wonder about the fruits 
which the Ministry of Agriculture has reaped and in this calm, scientific 
objective style we are happy to answer this inquiry with a statement and 
palpable material proof. 


Before we deal with these aspects in ietail let us describe to our brother 
citizens the role of the Ministry of Agriculture in developing and raising 
agricultural output. It pleases me to mention some proved scientific facts 
bearing on agricultural output over which ao two people will argue and 
which are not to be the object of dispute or vebate, or the focus for the 
livelihood of some brothers to whom many scientific facts in the sphere of 
agricultural sciences are hidden and who use the agricultural sector as a 
subject for their writing, dealing with it by unconstructive criticism at 
times and by disparagement at other times, ignoring much of the truth con- 
cerning this sector which is of maximum importance in the development of 
our national economy, and causing readers to fancy that the Ministry of 
Agriculture is deficient in performing its role and bearing its responsi- 
bility: their entire objective is to make this sector one of their sources 
of livelihood and a field for ridicule through insincere production. 


Agricultural work is connected to many facts, foundations, scientific 

theories and applied research. The simplest of these facts is that agri- 
cultural research deals with living organisms with the objective of chang- 
ing one or more of its genetic elements; this requires many years of unre- 
mitting work and the performance of many laboratory and field experiments. 
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Were, @ more complex problem etandse out, since the success of experiments 
in the laboratory does not of necessity mean their success in the field; 
rather, the subject requires that many field experiments be conducted in 
the context of varying environmental and climatic elements, along with an 
absence of rules which one can control since they are not administrative 
but are subject to the power of the almighty creator. Nature enters in as 
an ieportent, basic factor in the success or failure of these experimente, 
since « higher then average temperature or humidity in the period in which 
the experiments are conducted, and the fact that the period of Light to 
which the plante are exposed is longer or shorter than the desired average 
during the period in which the experiment ie carried out, as well ae the 
presence or abeence of water--the Leck of one or more of these factors 
will result in the failure of the experiment. 


Therefore we consider that all of these factors are outside human will, 
that an hee no power over them, and that he cannot control them; in the 
event one of them is lacking, es mentioned above, the result will be the 
failure of the experiment, and it quet be carried out numerous times to 
arrive at the desired objective. It may take years before the objective 
and the hope to which thie experiment ie attached is reached, and the job 
is not confined to attainment of the objective desired of the experiment 
in some region--rather, the situation requires that the experiment be car- 
ried owt in @ost areas of the republic and that the genetic behavior of 
these plante be studied in order that their success in various areas of 
the republic may be ascertained. Otherwise, it will be necessary to per- 
form other experiments in order to ascertain the reasons why it failed in 
thie area, #o that it will be possible to remove it and consequently work 
to prepare the elements which will make it possible to arrive at the de- 
sired result. 





Another thing we all are aware of is that farming ie done out in the open, 
not within walle where it can be controlled by raising or lowering the 
temperature in some cases if it deviates from the appropriate natural level 
during the growth period (although thie ie feasible in some countries which 
face unsuitable climatic conditions for plant growth and which resort to 
farming in greenhouses which are furnished with elements to control tem- 
perature and humidity). 


Thie te feasibie in some countries which are exposed to climatic condi- 
tions that ere unsuitable for the growth of plente and are compelled to 
fare in greenhouses. The situation ise different in the Yemen Arab Republic, 
where climatic conditions during the growth season are suitable for plant 
growth moet of the time. However, during the growth season plants may con- 
front unsuiteble environmental circumstances in the field which might in- 
flwence the productivity of the crop, such as plant exposure to frost, 
drought, the fact that the temperature is higher or lower than the proper 
level for plant growth, or the lack of rainfall. Thies will result in er- 
resting plant growth and the death of axny plants, which will be reflected 





in the productivity of the crop cultivated, even when production accessor: 
lee in the form of laproved seeds, fertiliser, agricultural machinery and 
pesticides are available. There are many factore affecting production 
which man hase no control over but which are subject to the power of al- 
mighty God. Thue it te plain that the production level in the agricultur 
al sphere differs from that in the industrial ephere. in epite of the ef- 
forte of people working in the agricultural area, the exertion of auch un- 
remitting, conetent labor, and the effort to attain the desired results 
through the many experiments which are carried out in the laboratory and 
the field, the success of these experiments depends on the extent to which 
the factore outeide the will of man are suitable for plant growth, ae «4 
consequence of the intervention of factors outside man's control. 


Thue we consider that man has no control over agricultural production un- 
lees environmental conditions are appropriate for plant growth during the 
season. This is different from industrial production, since the latter 
takes plece within walle and it ise possible to control all factors govern- 
ing the level of production. It is possible to control the increase or 
decrease of production according to the lew of supply and demand so that 
one can arrive at a epecific rate of profit; in the industrial area, it is 
aleo possible to determine the date at which these industries’ products 
will be supplied and offered on the market at the rate determined by the 
people operating these plants, because in this case man has total dominance 
over the factors of production and there are no other factors outside his 
will which can dominate and control the determination of the degree of 
suitability of the appropriate production conditions which will have the 
effect of determining the level of production, as is the situation in the 
sphere of agriculture. 


Therefore the degree to which the fields of agricultural and industrial 
production differ ie plain. The former is subject to external factors 
over which man has no control, while the latter is subject to man's dom- 
inance over and control of the machine in order to attain his desired goals 
to the degree he desires at the time he sets, and no other element has con- 
trol over the means of production. That does not mean that we deny the 
power or will of almighty God: everything is by his orders and hie will, 
and without divine will and power nothing can be achieved, either in the 
agricultural ephere or in the industrial one. 


It was my intention in the foregoing statement to declare to my brothers 
who wonder about the Ministry of Agriculture's role in various branches 
of agricultural production and what the ministry is doing in this field. 


It was my intention to declare to ay brothers who asked that we are pro- 
gressing slong the road toward technology in the agricultural field and 
are advancing with progressive steps in order to catch up to the caravan 
of the advanced counties in this sphere, so thet we can provide the cit- 
izens' requirements for all agricultural commodities in the form of plants 
and livestock both, by raising agricultural output in all fields, and so 
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that we can attain high rates of agricultural production with God's will, 
thue achieving self-sufficiency in the various branches of production, #o 
that the country may begin to export what ie surplus to the citizens’ needs 
inetead of being an importing country. 


In thie abbreviated statement, | am pleased to point to some of the achieve- 
mente in the ephere of agricultural production in past years, the achieve- 
mente which certain sections of agricultural research have attained in past 
yeare in the Central Agricultural Research Stations in Ta'izz, al-Hudaydah 
and Zubayd, the achievements we have made in the sphere of livestock re- 
sources, animal health and agricultural credit funds in al-Hudaydah, 

Ta'ize, Zubayd and many areas of the republic, and achievements in the 
realm of irrigation. By way of example, but not exclusively, I mention: 


lL. Betabliehment of the Central Agricultural Research Station in Ta'izz, 
which constitutes a sound scientific basis for determining the agricultur~ 
al problems which face farmers in the area and for conducting laboratory 
and field experiments on various crops to arrive at suitable solutions to 
these problems. It is also investigating the introduction of modern meth- 
ode to raise the level of crop production, which it advises farmers to 
follow. These experiments could go on for many years until their success 
is proved, and they are (demonstrated to farmers. In addition, an experi- 
mental farm for agricultural research has been established in the Zubayd 
erea. This has performed many scientific experiments on such different 
crops as fine Syrian corn, millet, oil crops, and vegetables in order to 
attain new high-production from local varieties strains which resist in- 
sect and disease pests and are most responsive to fertilizer. Research 
being pursued and the agricultural methods needed to produce crops more 
abundantly with the objective of raising production to ite maximum levels. 
In thie sphere, through results which have appeared in recent years, the 
research section has managed to create new strains with high productive 
capability, great response to fertilizer and resistance to diseases. In 
thie field, the agricultural research section in Zubayd has created the 
Tihamah One and Tihamah Two strains of Syrian corn. 


In spring corn there is the pigeon's foot strain and in the millet crop 
there ie the Tihamah millet strain, a high-yield strain which realized 
great results when confirmation experiments were carried out by farmers in 
the guidance fields. Today these strains have begun to spread rapidly 
throughout the Wadi Zubayd areas, many other watercourses in the Tihamah 
plein and many areas of the republic. In addition, the research section 
at Zubayd has played a rpominent role with the cotton seed program for the 
new Kawker 310 strain which has taken the place of the old strain, Ukala. 
The Sardud farm and the guidance and confirmation fields have played a 
major role in providing pure seeds for the Tihamah Plain. 


2. Agricultural peste which have afflicted crops have been tabulated 
and recommendations on combating them have been determined. 
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In the Central Research Station, the Tihamah Development Authority and the 
Shu'ub Surveillance Project, laboratories have been set up to analyze in- 
secticides to determine their toxicity, ascertain their effectiveness be- 
fore use and set out special arrangements for their use. 


3. Im the field of campaigns against contagious animal diseases, and in 
order to guard against these diseases, the Integrated Rural Development 
Project in the southern plateaus has inoculated livestock against the dis- 
eases listed below to protect and preserve animal resources: 


A. Three hundred fifty thousand head of cattle have been inoculated 
against anthrax. 


B. One hundred two thousand chickens have been inoculated against the 
Newcastle disease. 


C. 65,660 head of various types of animal have been inoculated against 
various diseases. 


D. Im the Provinces of Ibb and Ta'izz, 33,252 head of various animale 
slaughtered in slaughterhouses have been examined. 


4. Im the field of poultry resources, the Integrated Rural Development 
Project in the southern plateaus has played an important role in expand- 
ing poultry farms. An economic feasibility study has been made on 31 pro- 
jecte and 23 farms have been established under the technical supervision 
of the project. 


5. Forty-two artesian welle have been drilled to provide drinking water 
under the auspices of the Integrated Rural Development Project in Ta‘izz, 
24 drinking water aites are being maintained and improved in the form of 
surface wells and springs, 38 water projects have been completed including 
buildings, installation of pumps and the hookup of water pipes, and work 
is underway on the completion of the remaining projects; the total water 
projects being carried out by the Integrated Rural Development Project in 
Ta‘izz will come to 66 by the end of the first stage. 


6. The project has studied the design of irrigation works and the neces 
sary protection against channel deviations in the Wardan, Salbah, Arvwa, 
"Usayfirah, al-Mishah, al-Zubaydi and al-Siyani watercourses. 


7. The project is installing eight meteorological stations in the activity 
area of the southern plateau project. 


8. Im the context of Tihamah Development Authority activity, five portable 
barriers have been erected in Wadi Zubayd to distribute floodwater. 
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9. The irrigation system has been built and upgraded with channele sup: 
plied with control weire and water outlets to distribute irrigation water 
on advanced scientific principles. 


10. Construction of 78 kilometere of rural roads connecting the sites of 
dame and major villages. 


Ll. Construction of stations to measure rainfall volumes in the water- 
course, sources feeding the watercourse, and higher pointe in mountains; 
nine stations have been built in the bille and early warning stations will 
be built there to cover rainfall volumes and therefore flood volumes and 
their arrival times at the irrigation facilities in order to facilitate 
the control and dispersion of floais. 


These are some examples of the activities the Ministry of Agriculture is 
performing in order to develop productive /illegible/ for the sake of « 
better life for the people in this august country. I will content myself 
with thie list of ministry activities and achievements and the ministry's 
effective role in developing and improving agricultural output. The ex- 
amples mentioned clearly show the extent of the effort the people of this 
country are making and the generous sacrifices the sincere people of this 
country are making for a brilliant future so that bounties will epread 
throughout all corners of this country. In another article, we will deal 
with some of the other accomplishments of the minietry and ite pioneering, 
effective role in developing and improving agricultural output and raising 
the yield of agricultural output. God is the master of success. 
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
